Bradford, England, December 4.— 
()—Former Premier Lloyd George 
came to the support of China today 
in addressing a liberal meeting at 


Bradford. 

The “Reds,” he declared, are not 
the real cause of the trouble in China. 
“The real cause.” he explained, “is the 
Chinege struggle for their fundamental 
rights. 

Suggesting that certain people were 
eager for war in the Far East, he at- 
tributed to the tory press, “the usual 
preliminaries to war—tales of out 
rages, suggestions of worse to come 
and panicky stories,” and went on: 

“China’s ports are occupied by for- 
eigners and governed by foreigners. 
The Chinese cannot raise revenue in 
their own way; yet they are an em- 
_ of 400,000,000 of civilized peoples. 
Naturally they are rebelling. 

“The record of western civilization 
in China is indeed black. We forced 
opium upon China against the will of 
its greatest moral teachers. It is not 
surprising that China has_ rebelled 
against the indignity, humiliation and 
injustice inflicted upon her by the 
western powers.” 

The British government was under 
great pressure to dv something “im- 
pulsive and provocative,” he said, ang 
it wus essential that public opinion 
should be aroused. 


GORE INJUNCTION 
MADE PERMANENT

ensue regardless of what steps are 
taken in the matter, however, was re- 
solved when Linton S. James, one of 
Gore’s attorneys, told The Constitu- 
tion that if the commission appoints 
a warden and the solicitor moves for 
a modification of the injunction, he 
and his associates would file a_ bill 
of exceptions to the request and would 
carry the entire matter to the state 
supreme court in order to test the 
constitutionality of the electric chair 
law. 

“Wei nare not only attacking the 
qualification of Judge J. B. Dunaway 
to electrocute Gore,” Mr. James said, 
“but we also are questioning the Je- 
gality of any execution by an apnoin- 
tive officer ordered by the prison com- 
mission under the present law.” 

Text of Decision. 

In view of the fact that there is no 
way of heading off a bill of exceptions, 
this was taken to mean that several 
months will elapse until a warden 
can be designated, a request for modi- 
fication be filed and acted upon and 
the supreme court rule upon the re- 
quest for modification and upon the 
legality of the electric chair. 

Judge Park's important decision 
Saturday holds that “under the law 
and facts in said case there is no legal 
warden of the state penitentiary as 
contemplated by the act of the legis- 
lature of 1924, page 195, second 4.” 

“Under the uncontroverted evidence 
in the case,” the decision continues, 
“Superintendent Dunaway was select- 
ed as superintendent of the state farm 
on May 10, 1922, and by the pro- 
visions of the order, it was provided 
that the offices of suerintendent and 
warden should be separate. On De- 
cember 20, 1922, Dunaway was also 
elected as warden of the male camp 
conmencing January 1, 1923. Under 
section 258, paragraph 4, of the civil 
code of 1910, Dunaway was ineligible 
to be elected as warden of the state 
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. law creating the prison com- 
mission of Georgia authorized the 
election of a superintendent and war- 
den, and as both ef said offices were 
of trust and profit, it would be illegal 
for one person to fill both offices at 
the same time. If Georgia in her 
sovereignty should decree the death 
penalty of any of her citizens, the trial 
should not only be in accordance with 
the laws of the land but the execution 
should also be as provided by law or 
else it would be depriving a person 
of his life without due process of 


law. 
Past Execytions Legal. 

As to previous executions at the 
state farm, tke decision set forth that 
they were legal] upon the ground that 
Dunaway'’s authority in those cases 
was not brought into question and that 
under the well recognized principle of 
law, he would be the de facto war- 
den. 

Attorney’s for Gore Saturdav night 
declared that they were gratified by 
Judge Park's ruling, but said that 
this temporary victory is only one bat- 
tle in the fight they propose to make 
to save the youth from the chair. 

Linton S. James, who, with Reuben 
Gerland, Louis Maritzer and W. F. 
James, represents Gore, said that in 
the event a warden is appointed and 
Judge Park modifies his ruling, they 
will continue their fight and make a 
test of the constitutionality of the 
state law providing for electrocution 
of condemned criminals instead of 
hanging them. 

Attacking Law. 

“We are making our fight,” he said, 
“not alone on the legality of an ex- 
ecution by Judge Dunaway or any 
other warden or superintendent at the 
state prison, but on the legality of any 
execution by an appointive officer or- 
dered by the prison comniission under 
the present law. 

“We doubt the legality of the pres- 
ent law taking the execution of a con- 
demned person out of the hands of a 
sheriff, an official duly elected by the 
people, and putting it into the hands 
of a man appointed to office by the 
prison commission or appointed by 
any other body. We question the au- 
thority of the prison commission to or- 
der anybody to be executed. 

“Under the old law, a man ¢con- 
demned to death was ordered by the 
trial judge to be hanged by the neck 
until dead, and the sheriff, a duly- 
elected officer put into office by the 
people, carried out the order. Under 
the state electrocution law, a man not 
elected by the people carries out an 
order by the prison commission. This 
taking of the duties of the sheriff out 
of his hands and putting it into the 
hands of an appointive officer we con- 
sider to be unconstitutional. 

“In accordance with this belief we 
are determined to have a thorough test 
of the constitutionality of the law and 
are of the opinion that it will take 
legislative action and probably a con. 
stitutional amendment to execute Gore 
legally.” 

Third Escape For Gore. 

The temporary injunction made per- 
manent by Judge Park Saturday, was 
granted Thanksgiving day, less thar 
24 hours before Gore was due to be 
electrocuted. 

This marked the third time that 
Gore had been snatched from the 
threshold of death to which he was 
sentenced by Judge John D. Hum- 
phries for his part in ‘the murder, 
one week before Christmas, 1925, of 
W. H. Cheek, in his grocery store on 
Peachtree road. On a former occa 
sion Gore's execution was stayed only 
an hour before he was doomed to die. 

The murder took place during an 
attempt to rob the store. Gore, to- 
gether with j|isck Wilson, Theodore 
erry and Ruby Ray, a girl said to 
be Wilson's sweetheart, were accused 
of the robbery: and murder. Jack 
Wilson is still at liberty and Berry 
and the Ray girl have been tried for

ACTION TO DELAY 
OTHER EXECUTIONS 


Judge J. B. Park’s action in 
granting a permanent injunction 
against electrocution of Mell Gore 
under the present state prison 
organization in all probability will 
result in postponement of all 
scheduled executions in Georgia for 
several months until the supreme 
court rules on the constitutionali- 
ty of the electric chair, it was be- 
lieved in Atlanta Saturday night. 

The state legislature will con- 
vene next June, and should the 
chair be declared unconstitutional, 
it would be in position immedi- 
ately to cure any defects in the 
law or to reestablish the old sys. 
tem of hanging criminals in the 
counties in which they were con- 
demned. 

Voiding of the electric chair law, 


it is understood, would have the 
effect of freeing Gore, as a man 
cannot be placed in jeopardy or 
his life twice on the same charge, 
and it also might liberate other 
criminals now condemned to death. 
Officials will welcome a final ad- 
judication by the supreme court 
in the question of its legality.

More than 
1,500 seamen in the crews of the ves- 
sels have been cut off from food sup- 
plies and face suffering from hunger 
unless released soon. 
_ Sub-zero temperature was increas- 
ing the depth of the ice and adding to 
the difficulties of rescuers who are 
faced with the perfil of being trapped 
themselves.

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Lake 8 or and the jam likely will 
mean the close of navigation for the 
season. Thousands of tons of wheat 
in elevators at the lake head awaiting 
shipment probably will not be moved 
before spring.

Minneapolis, December 4.—The ra- 
diano, a new device which permits 
the broadcasting of piano music with- 
out the use of a microphone and which 
may be used inversely to turn the 
piano into a loud speaker; was demon- 
strated successfully Monday night at 
station WCCO. 

The device is the invention of Fred 
W. Roehm and Frank W. Adsit, of 


Minneapolis, and consists chiefly of a 
needle which is attached to the sound- 
ing board of the piano. As the sound- 
ing board vibrates the needle the vi- 
brations are carried by means of an 
electric current through the amplifier 
and into the broadcasting trans- 
mitter, 

For utilizing the piano as a lond 
speaker the installation is practically 
the same as for broadcasting. The 
current from the receiving set passes 
through the amplifier, vibrates the ra- 
diano needle on the sounding board 
and causes it in turn to vibrate and 
give out the sounds of broadcasting. 

The inventors claim that the test 
upheld their contention that piano 
tones could be. more truly reproduced 
through the radiano than with the use 
of a microphone. The metallic sounds 
frequently heard in broadcast piano 
music were eliminated. An audience 
in the room where a “loud-speaking”’ 
piano was used declared that it ac- 
tually seemed that the instrument was 
playing except that the keys did not 
move.

It was hinted at the meeting that

years. Mrs. Meade said her husband 
has been identified with movements 
for world peace since the early nine- 
ty’s. He was responsible for the first 
peace foundation ever created in Amer- 
ica, #ehe said, prevailing on one of 
his friends to donate $1,000,000 as a 
starter. This sum was augmented a 
year later by Andrew Carnegie to the 
extent of $10,000,000, 


Mrs, Meade told the committee that 
the National Council for Prevention 
of War, of which she is vice presi- 
dent, fayors police power rather than 
military power as a means for main- 
taining order among nations, and in 
a formal statement declared: ‘There 
are and always will be many causes of 
disputes between persons, between 
states and between nations. The sole 
question is ‘shall these disputes about 
tariffs, race prejudices, economic im- 
perialism, etc, be settled by explo- 
sives or by law?” 

Replying to Asa Warren Candler, 
commander of Argonne post of the le- 
gion, who inquired if the “slacker 
oath” had been adopted by one of the 
organizations of which she is a mem- 
ber, she said it had been presented 
but not adopted. Mr. Candler, deny- 
ing that he or any other legionnaire 
in an official position had character- 
ized the 70-year-old lecturer as a 
“radical” of “bolshevik.,” said the 
legion had no objection to her ad- 
dressing adults, but did protest against 
the views of the so-called “youth 
movement for peace” being presented 
to young people. The legion’s opposi- 
tion to her lecture to young people 
did not originate in that organization,

Dr. McCain’s Statement.

Dr.. J. H. McCain. president of 
Agnes Scott, explained that Mrs. 
Meade’s engagement had been can- 
celled because of the protests of the 
American Legion and the D. A. R. and 
snid he did not want the impression 
to get out that the school indorsed 
possible radical views of any sort. 

Mr. McCain's statement was as fol- 
lows: 

“In this morning’s paper an an- 
nouncement is carried in the news col- 
umns that Agnes Scott has cancelled 
an appointment for Mrs. Lucia Ames 
Meade to speak at the college because 
of our objection to her sympathy with 
‘red’ propaganda. There were several 
details that were in error, and I wish 
to state the real situation. 

“Agnes Scott is entirely willing to 
hear the facts on any subject of im- 
portance and we would not object to 
Mrs. Meade’s telling us her views. If 
we do not agree with them we have 
plenty of people on the ‘staf* who can 
give the reasons for differing with 
her or with other speakers. However, 
in the case of Mrs. Meade, we under-

tion were objectionable tc many peo- 
ple and we did not wish to seemingly 
give the imprimatur of the ‘college 
to her and her work; so there was 
the definite and unmistakable under- 
standing that she would simply come 
and give her address without publicity 
regarding it either before or after her 
coming, and that the fact that she 
spoke at Agnes Scott would not be 
used in trying to get other appoint- 
ments. While I was in Jackson, 
Miss., several telegrams came to me 
telling of the publicity given to her 
proposed engagement. No information 
had gone from the college, and it 
couid have gone only from representa- 
tives of Mrs. Meade. Since the dis- 
tinct understanding on which the ar- 
rangement had been made was vio- 
lated, the appointment was cancelled. 
This would have been done in case of 
any speaker, whatever the subject. 

“So far as I personally know, Mrs. 
Meade is entirely unobjectionable and 
the cancellation is without intention 
of reflection on her, but simply a de- 
clining of the college to be placed 
in the apparent position of sponsoring 
a cause of which we know nothing.” 

Dr. Dodge's statement follows: 

The morning issue of The Constitution 
states that Mrs. Lucia Ames Meade was

Candler Refused Denial.

I then saw Asa 
Warren Candler and asked him if he had 
made this charge against Mrs. Mende or if 
the American Legion had made it, and he 
said that it had been made ber neither.

A meeting was held at my church this

Schmitz, known as the great mod- 
ernist, aroused the keenest enthusiasm 
of his audience before he ever played 
a note with the amazing contrasts 
shown in his program, old against 
new, classic and modern, French, 
Spanish, American, Polish and finally 
each group contrasted with another 
and each number in happy juxtaposi- 
tion to its neighbor. 

Despite startling departures in tech- 
nique, Schmizt proved himsefft big 
tonally. He was able to force the piano 
to its greatest strength without the 
least dissonance. His imagination was 
perfectly under control always and his 
playing was neither temperamental nor 
erratic but showed the greatest nicety 
of values consistent to the last detail. 

Unique and Individual. 

Often he was unique and individual 
in his mannerisms of the keyboard, 
which were strikingly displayed in 
“Pireworks,” in the Debussy group. 
Schmitz is one of the greatest inter- 
preters of atmospheric effeets and tra- 
ditions of Debuasy. He opened this 
group with the “Prelude in A Minor,” 
which was flashingly crystal, like 
the instant lighting of a glittering 
glass chandelier. “Moonlight,” from 
“Pour le Piano.” just seemed to miss 
the etherial quality of the composer, 
while the “Dance,” which is in one 
of the most difficult rhythms ever 
written, was a mystic thing in which 
no earthly bodies swayed to its melody.

Urged by Capper 


Washington, December 4—-(A)?— 
Advocating improvement of the upper 
Missouri river, Senator Capper, repub- 
lican, Kansas, today told a board of 
army engineers that the economic de- 
velopment of the middle west demands 
immediate use of the entire water- 
way for transportation. 

Navigability of the river, he said, 
would be a great boon to agriculture 
by lifting one of its great burdens, the 
high coat of transportation. 

“Actual rates in effect today show 
that 1,000 bushels of wheat can be 
carried 1.000 miles by lake and ocean 
steamers for $20 to $30 and on mod 
ern river barges for $60 to $70 while 
the cost by railroad is $150 to $200,” 
the board was told, 

“The average cost to the Kansas 
farmer for shipping his wheat to 
Liverpool by way of the Great Lakes 
and New York is 40.1 cents per bush- 
el, By way of the gulf ports, the cost 
is 37.5 cents and of this the rail 
charge takes 26.4 cents.

To Atlanta and Georgia

(Special Staff Correspondent.) 

Washington, December 4.—The de 
partment of commerce hag sent Ed- 
ward F. Gerrish, one of its exam 
iners, to Ware and Chicopee in Mas- 
sachusetts to consult with local of- 
ficals concerning the removal of large 
cotton mill industries from those lo- 
cations into the south. Today he ig 
consulting with the mayor and offt- 
cials in Chicopee, a considerable city, 
from which its principal industry, the 
Chicopee Manufacturing company, is 
about to remove its operations to 
southern locations. 

Such removal would have serious 
economic effects upon the workers 
and the prosperity of the city. The 
conference is to seek some remedy, 
if one is possible, for the local con- 
ditions that are compelling these 
transfers of cotton industries to the 
south.

Changes Hands at Macon

Macon, Ga., December 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—When Former Alderman P. L. 


Hay and his wife and their daughters 


return from New York, where they 
went today, they will begin prepara- 
tions to occupy the Georgia avenue 
mansion that Mr. Hay acquired yester- 
day from the estate of the late Judge 
William H. Felton. It is said to be 
one of the finest old ante-bellum homes 
in Dixie, containing 24 rooms and 
built of the finest of woods obtainable 
in the days of its construction. 

It took seven months to build‘ the 
residence. William Johnston, 
paeer resident of Macon, took his 

ride to Europe and to Italy to get 
ideas and art to put into the handsome 
Georgia avenue structure, some eighty 
years ago. ‘The home was fashioned 
after an Italian villa and was built 
of brick, with partitions and walls 
also of brick. ‘The original cost in 
those days was said to have been

Washington, December 4.—Congress 
comes back here Monday to begin \ ork 
on a legislative calendar chock full of 
so many controversial issues that 
nearly all of them, outside of the an- 
nual supply bills and one or two hang- 
over measures, will still be on the cal- 
endar when congress quits on March 
4—if it does quit. 

As a matter of fact, the possibility 
that it will be prevented from wind- 
ing up business on March 4, by a 
filibuster of members angry over this 
or that omission, or by those with 
political ends in mind, is the chief 
worry of republican leaders as they 
prepare for the opening Monday. 

An extra session would mean, chief- 
ly, that the movement to oust Sena- 
tors-eleet Varé, of Pennsylvania and 


Smith, of Illinois, would immediately 


get under way, as the new congress 
comes in after March 4, and it might 
mean any number of other develop- 
ments distasteful to the administra- 
tion. 

Appropriations First. 

With this possibility threatening, 
republican leaders will make every 
effort from the start to proceed swift- 
ly with passage of appropriation bills, 
as those are absolutely necessary, and 
will keep everything else but essential 
matters in the background. 

There is only one bolt that might 
be thrown into the works at the out- 
set to hold up an auspicious start for 
the republican leaders. During the 
last few days republicans have ex- 
pressed fear privately that democrats 
may seek to challenge the qualifica- 


tions of their new senator from Maine, 
Arthur R. Gould, when he presents 
himself to take the oath of office, 
thus throwing the whole controversy 
which later will involve Vare and 
Smith into the forefront at this time. 
By such a move, democrats would iay 
the groundwork for action against 
Vare and Smith later. However, demo- 
crats have given no indication openly 
that they will start any action against 
Gould.

WITNESS OMITS

Wilbur Under Subpoena

“Faith” Is the Answer. 


It is perhaps hardly fair to blame 
the church for being unable to an- 
swer all the questions that the war 
awoke in the hearts of those who 
fought it.

and French concessions of Hankow in 
the early morning hours today, await- 
ing developments of the general strike 
of employees of foreigners. Radical 
leaders of labor a week ago ordered 
the strike to begin today, as an anti- 
foreign demonstration by Chinese. 

Sailors and marines from foreign 
warships were on guard in the foreign 
concessions. Their ships, five Amer- 
ican gunboats and one British destroy- 
er rode quietly at their anchorage in 
the Yangtse river. an occasional sig- 
nal light blinking from their mast- 
heads. 

Uniformed pickets of the strikers 
halted traffic through the former 
German concession, now controlled by 
Chinese, thus preventing traffic mov- 
ing through important streets of the 
foreign area. ; 

It is hoped that-the arrival of high 
officials from Canton, expected within 
a few days, will produce a marked im- 
provement in the condition of unrest. 
Local officials of the Cantonese gov- 
ernment have little influence with the 
radicals of the striking element.

Recently, according to 
cables following the earthquakes, this 
ration has veen cut owing to the fact 
that relief workers had to-divide with 
additional thousands who were left 
homeless by the quake series. Last 
year, orphans voluntarily divided even 
this scant meal] to share with less for- 
tunate village children. 

Recent earthquakes demoralized 
much of the program arranged for the 
winter by relief workers, cables re- 
port, orphanages and some of the big 
institutions being badly damaged by 
shocks. In addition, it is pointed out, 
to this program being temporarily 
halted, the Near East Relief has had 
{o assume responsibility for approxi- 
mately 80,000 additional homeless left 
by the quakes. This, officials point 
out, with the usual severe Armenia 
winters coming on apace, has brought 
about a problem which must. be 
promptly and carefully ret to prevent 
further untold suffering and hard- 
ships in the period intervening before 
spring when rebuilding and rehabilita- 
tion work will be undertaken. .

Sault Ste Marie, Mich., December 
4—(/)—The long line of lake cargo 
earriers caught in the worst ship 
blockade in the history of the upper 
lakes still were ice-bound in St. 
Marys river tonight. Prospects for 
their release appeared brighter, how- 
ever, with the arrival of the big car 
ferry St. Marie from St. Ignace. The 
St Marie, most powerful ice crusher 
in the world tonight was working her 
way slowly up to the head of the 
blockade, 


Marine men declared no ice could 
form anywhere in the lake region at 
this time of the year which the St. 
Marie could not get through. The big 


* ferry was built especially to keep open 


the Straits of Mackinac. 

The blockade has lasted four days 
and increases as additional freighters 
arrive for passage through the locks 
that connect lakes Huron and Su- 
perior. Tonight. in single file the 100 
freighters extended in a line reaching 
for miles around Neebish Island. Of 
these vessels, 55 are down bound with 
cargoes aggregating 13,800,000 bushels 
of grain. The remainder are upbound, 
some with cargoes of coal. 

There was more concern tonight for 
the safety of the vessels than for the 
2000 sailors comprising the crews of 
the ice locked freighters. It was point- 
ed out that the safety of the men was 
assured whether the ice breakers get 
through or not. While a _ further 
solidifying of the ice will make more 
difficult the work of releasing the ves- 
sels, it will make it possible for the 
crews to walk ashore.

Miracle Man Finds Gold 


ALSO LOCATES BURIED SOLDIERS : 


With Umbrella Rib Device.

Among the speakers named in a 
long list of prominent teachers, busi- 
ness mea, editors, industrial engineers, 
farm experts and marketing officials 
is Frank O. Lowden, former govy- 
ernor of Illinois, who long has wielded 
cudgels in behalf of the agrarians.

Paris, December 4.—In the chubby 
cure of Hardelot, the good Abbe Bouly, 
France has a modern miracle man, a 
magician with a magic wand who 
can find from the surface the site of 
deeply buried rich deposits of silver 
and gold, coal and mercury, and has 
evea been able with his umbrella ribs 
to locate the buried bodies of soldiers 
and of bishops buried 10 centuries. 

At the present time Abbe Bouly 
is walking over the high plateaus of 
the Auvergne, in central France, hunt- 
ing new leads in the rich mining dis- 
tricts where lead, silver and mercury 
were once taken out in great qua‘atity. 
Following him are engineers, scien- 
tists and simple peasnanta, all ready 
to shout “miracle,” as he points out 
to miners a spot where metal is found. 

His “antennae” consists of a simpie 
wand madefrom two joined umbrella 
ribs. With it he finds metals by a 
process which he has chosen to call 
“radiesthesie.” This process is based 
upon the one theory that all objects 
send out the sun radiations char- 
acteristic of their nature. 

To capture these rays the Abbe 
Bouly uses his umbrella-rib antennae, 
upon which he places a ring of the 
metal he is seeking. This ring at- 
tracts the rays of the similar hidden 
metal and to his trained eyes the 
ring reacts when directly over the 
source of the rays. 

He was to be seen, right after the 
war, walking at the head of a strag- 
gling battalion of 600 Russian refugees, 
soldiers of the unfortunate Wrangel 
army. His umbrella ribs, bearing a 
steel ring, located under the soil thou- 
sands of dangerous high explosive

It has located even the 
bodies of soldiers buried in shell- 
holes, for bodies, like all material ob- | 
jects, give off rays. They sent me to ( 
Rheims, where I found with my steel 
ribs the ashes of several bishops who 
died and were buried about 1,000 
A. D. I succeeded in capturing the 
rays of their dust. 

“I have been able to descrive 
exactly the subsoil along a new pro- 
jected line for a railway. I have 
been able to apply the same process 
to the diagnosis of maladies, 

“By using known germs or a piece 
of contaminated flesh and pointing my 
antennae at the patient to be ex- 
amined I am able to tell by the pres- 
ence or absence of radial activity 
whether or not the person is suffer- 
ing from any particular disease.” — 

So widely spread is the fame of 
this simple country priest that his 
services are in demand, and he has 
little time for his parishoners.

State trade commissioner to Belgium, 
addressing the Atlanta Foreign Trade 
club at its annual banquet held Sat- 
urday evening at the chamber of com- 
merce. H. O. Williamson, president 
of the club, presided. 

“Today Belgium 'as all the money 
she needs, whereas six months ago 
xhe had no read cash. With the re- 
organization of her finances, Belgium 
has gathered over a billion fraues 
through tax levies and $100,000,000 
through loans from England an? the 
United States. This dollar fund is 
not being used to defray current ex- 
penses but is held as a reserve to pre- 
vent exchange fluctuations. 

Belgian industries are in a remark- 
ably flourishing condition,. Mr. Hunt 
state, 

Industry Booming. 

“It is believed that the year 1926 
undoubtedly will be a record year 
for Belgian coal mines, with produc- 
tion estimated at over 25,000,000 
tonsa,” he said. “The key industries 
have all increased production consid- 
erably compared with th:'r pre-war 
activity. 

“The cotton spinning industry is 
now operating over 1,800,000 spin- 
dies, compared with 1,500,000 before 
the war, necessitating purchases of 
120,000,000 pounds of cotton annually. 
The tendency for the last three years 
has been slightly away from the In- 
dian cotton toward the American 
staple. ;

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Some of the queerest instruments 
ever concocted by the mind of man as 
makers of music, will be seen in At-

There is, for instance the “salterio.” 
This is a stringed instrument, with 
the strings plated in sets of. three, 
with the music produced by rings on 
the finger tips of the performers’. 

Then there igs the “bajo sexto,” a 
form of guitar. This is named for 
the number of chords it will produce 
and is used for the great addition it 
makes to the strength of a stringed 
orchestra. 

The “bandolon,” is of the mandolin 
class, though it has three times the 
number of strings. ‘Then there is a 
thing called a “teponaztli,” made of 
ebony, and elaborately carved. A hol- 
lowed and thin spot, making a double 
springlike section is hammered with 
small hammers tipped with Uli, a na- 
tive form of rubber. 


The the “guiro,” which is nothing 
more nor less than a long, curved 
gourd, with notches down one side, 
which are scratched with a piece of 
ivory. The last two instruments 
named have come down from the 
uncient Aztecs. 

An important part of the orchestra 
is the marimba band. ‘These instru- 
ments are played by the six Marin 
brothers, and they give a program of 
their own, between the full orchestra 
selections. The marimba is made of 
hardwood keys of varying sizes taid 
over cedar resonators graduated as 
to length and diameter. ‘Tiese resona- 
tors are closed except at the top and 
have a small hole at the bottom, coy- 
ered with a thin segment of bladder. 
The instrument is played by striking 
the keys with small hammers, similar 
to a xylophone. 

In addition to the instrumental 
music, the Tipica aggregation on Tues-

HTS MEXICO HARD

Mexico City, December 4.—Silver, 
second national asset of Mexico and 
the product that helped this country: 
contribute to the power of ancient.

loss of income to the nation. 

Depreciation of the value of this 
metal on the markets of the world has 
been followed by a decline in its value 
to 19 points under the price paid for 
Mexican gold. Heavy drops in the.

some time by business men in touch . 
with the situation. The prices of prac- 
tieally all commodities haye been af- 
fected by the slump. 

For many years Mexico has been the 
principal producer of silver in ‘the 
world, its output being 92,915,163 
ounces, or about 40 per cent of the 
werld’s tota] in 1925. 

Gold Cuts L 

Long before petroleum, now the 
chief product of Mexico, had been 
dreamed of, Spanish galleons carried 
back to Spain from Nueva Hispana 
tons of bar silver which enabled Spain 
for one century to. maintain suprem- 
acy as a colonizer. In those days the 
white metal was stripped from the 
temples and cities of the Incas and 
taken from Mexico’s vast storehouses 
by main strength. Peons brought it to 
the surface on their backs. » 

A decline of the silver arts, loss of 
markets for silver metal for coinage, * 
upheavals in China and establishment 
of the gold standard in India have 
all aided in cutting the demand in’ 
countries where Mexican silver onee 
was used extensively. ral 

Mining men are pessimistic, although 
the government maintains it can bring 
the industry through the crisis. Mean- 
while many mines are being closed. 
Mining companies say that the combi- 
nation of prohibitive freight rates, ex- 
cessive taxation on production and ex~ 
port, serious labor problems and re-

The northern trackman has the ad- 
vantage of the winter indoor meers 
but the southern cinder path artist has 
in his favor the earlier warm weather 
in the spring. Often outdoor practice 
at the schools farther north begins 
with the snow still on the ground aad 
very heavy wraps must be worn, 

Competition Needed. 


The good southern performer should 
try to get into competition with the 
best performers in other parts of 
the country as he will not only iu- 
prove his performance by acquiring 
new pointers but will gain much ia 
confidence. He will not be in a seri- 
ous mental state of worry before the 
event if he has become used to mee-- 
ing the best performers, and has come 
to the realization that they, like him- 
self. are only human. 

It is only through perseverence 
and “stick-to-itiveness” that an athlete 
can hope to get to the top. He can- 
not train and work hard for a short 
time and then lay off a while and hope 
to accomplish the best results. He 
must be regular and consistent in his 
practices and gradually build hims:if 
up and perfect his form by going from 
the easier to the harder stages in 
moderately increasing steps.

This year is the time to begin active 
preparation for the Olympic tryouts.

Figures are fascinating in 
amazing revelations, Here we have 
watch forward passes whizzing 
through the air for the past ten weeks 
and yet few of us, indeed, have seen 
games directly won by the thrilling 
play.

UNCLE ROBBIE 
KEEPS FAITH 
IN M'WEENY 


One of the most impressive figures 
in all the range of the southern train- 
ing camps last spring was that of 
Douglas McWeeny, pitching exhibition 
games for Brooklyn. He was long and 
lean and wire drawn. His face was 
typically Irish. He had blinding 
speed, sharp curves and good control. 
He seemed to be cool and game. He 
had been up in the majors once and 
he came back that time with a won- 
derful record on the coast. What 
more could a young pitcher have? 
What more could a manager want? 

Uncle Robby fairly beamed on his 
last joined nephew. “He will make 
a great pitcher,” quoth Robbie, point- 
ing his pudgy forefinger at the grac 
ful and most effective McWeeny. 

But it was not so. After a most 
thorough trial last season (he took 
part in 42 games) the coast marvel did 
not succeed in breaking even on the 
summer’s toil. He won 11 and lost 14. 
Nothing to rave about. And yet Uncle 
Robbie repeated in the fall his predic- 
tion of last spring—‘‘McWeeny will 
make a great pitcher.” And as your 
Uncle Robbie is both wise and won- 
derful in his dealings with pitchers, 
McWeeny is herewith set forth as the 
principal subject of today’s Hot Stove 
league debate, . 

Checkered Career. 

McWeeny is 28 years old, and he 
had a long and checkered ¢areer oe- 
fore ever he came to the hie He 


was born in Chicago where his father 
walked a policeman’s beat for many 
years. First played ball in/St. Igna- 
cius college. Learned the \plumber’s 
trade. Entered the U. S. service in 
1917, and it was at the Great Lakes 
naval station that this young Jrishman 
really learned about the gamé of baa 
ball. Jeff Pfeffer, the big pitcher, was 
his teacher. \ 

When he left the service the er- 
plumber turned to the game in ear- 
nest. His first engagement Avas with 
Minneapolis in 1919. He was farmed 
out to the Three Kye leagyve. He did 
so well that the Chicago American 
league club secured hipf in the mid- 
dle of 1920. He won/seven and lost 
eight for the Sox in /1921. He was 
called back in 1924 And then sent to 
Minneapolis on another deal. “I was 
the deal closer in those days,” declared 
McWeeny. 

And then one cold morning in Feb- 
ruary, of 1925, MeWeeny waked up 
to find himself sold outright by the 
discouraged Sox owner to _ Frisco. 
And that was the year he came into 
his own. He won 20 and lost six 
games and in addition won or saved 
14 games as a relief pitcher. He led 
the coast league in earned runs per 
game with the fine average of .276. 
He also led the pitchers of his league 
in strikeouts and won two games of 
the little world series. 

Fails in 1926. 

On the major league records of 
1926° McWeeny did not live up to his 
coast reputation nor did he come up 
to the hores or even the expectations 
of Robbie. But still there was tkat 
about him, his coolness and courage, 
his long, lean leverage, his whiplike 
pitching motion, his stuff, his disposi- 
tion, his improvement as the season 
wore on through the strain and grind 
that made Robbie stick to his first im- 
pression on this coast phenom. 

McWeeny has all the unction and 
color typical of his race. But he has 
had some hard knocks in the big 
league struggle and he _ has taken 
them well. “I used to think I knew it 
all,” he said sadly, “but now I know 
I don’t know.” Anyway, McWeery 
has everything that a great pitcher 
ought to have and a lot that many 
great pitchers do not possess. e is 
one a a staff of fourteen pitchers 
the chief of the Robins will take south 
next spring and both he and his mac- 
ager expect wonderful things from his 
whipsnake arm next summer. Mc- 
Weeny, Petty, Elliot and McGra7, 
here are four Robins whose double A 
records mark them as the very flower

New York, December 4.—This rac- 
ing game is nothing but a rich man’s 
game and don’t let them tell you any 
different. ‘ We read of the many win- 
nings of the stable and its individuals 
of the track and picture the owner in 
diamond studs. 

Diamonds and wealth he may have, 
but—he never made it racing a stadle 
of blue bloods or owning high press re 
horses or even tracks. 

Colonel Bradley’s horses may be 
taken as an example, an example be- 
cause they have won so much and at 
the same time are the most talked of 
horses on the: continent. , Down ~™ 
the “blue grass” they are still tais- 
ing of the running of “Bubble” and 
his pacing mate, Bagenbaggage. 

The colonel’s horses won $260,618 
in purses for the season of 1926. Al- 
though a tremendous sum, it is nothing 
to compare with the amount expended 
in grooming, preparing and keeping 
this stable in racing condition. The 
whole game for the colonel is a pas 
time and a losing proposition if yon 
ask Bradley. 

Bradley had three wonderful horses 
in 1926. Bubbling Over, Bagenbaz- 
gage and Boot to Boot. Although Bub- 
bling Over is the most renown, it is 
interesting to know that he won very 
little money for the colonel With 
less than one-half the fame of the 
one, two Derby winners for last spring, 
Boot to Boot was the most eifective

Boot to Boot’s earnings for the sea- 
son were $111,095. BuBbling Over won 
only $53,815. and of this amount 
practically all of it was taken in at 
the Kentucky Derby, that $50,000 
racing classic of the world. 

Even at this losing rate, the ensuing 
year was Bradley’s most successful.

The coincidental lock on all Studebaker automobiles, a lock that con- 
trols both ignition and steering wheel by pressing a small lever, answers 
one of the problems of the Underwriters bureau in curtailing automobile 


According to a bulletin just issued 
by the insurance committee of the Na. 
tional Automobile Chamber of Com- 


merce one of the greatest causes for 
automobile thefts in America is the 
failure of owners to lock their cars. 
And the reason for this negligence is 
the inconvenience of locking devices on 
most motor cars, says the bulletin. 

A quarter of a million automobi‘es 
valued at &218,000,000, were stolen 
in 1925. Of these only 80 per cent 
were recovered, leaving an unrecovered 
loss of $35,000,000, which does not in- 
clude the loss incurred in repairing, 
recovering and establishing ownership 
of stolen cars. 

“Strong emphasis placed on the ha- 
man equation indicates that locks 
which can be operated with greater 
convenience than the older types would 
tend to reduce thefts,“ the N. A. C, C. 
bulletin points out. 


Studebaker engineers anticipated 
this need more than a year ago when 
the coincidental lock was _  adopterl.

The owner of the car can make his 
vehicle thief proof by pressing a small 
lever and removing the key. That 
operation locks the steering wheel in 
a fixed position and shuts off the ig 
nition, There is a separate ignitioa 
switch to allow the ignition to be 
turned off and on, if desired, without 
affecting the steering wheel lock, The 
lock is easy to operate, easy to find, 
and is practically impossible to break.

Thus the owner 
need earry only one key. The locking 
device is sé simple that he is under 
practically no inconvenience and will 
rarely, if ever, neglect to lock his 
car.

Akron, Ohio, December 
the price decrease of November 15, 
automobile tires are back again at 
their old level] before crude rubber 
foreed the first price increase in the 
pring of 1925. 

The cost per mile of tire service is 
less than ever before in automotive 
history, for in the past 18 months of 
higher tire prices, remarkable advances 
have been made in tire manufacture, 
according to Miller tire officials. 
Through constant improvement tire 
manufacturers are steadily adding 
thousands of miles to tire life, even 
in the face of decreased prices. 

Recent decrease was effected despite 


the restriction of available rubber im- 
ported to this country to per cent 
of the former amount, it is observed. 
Restriction hecame operative Novem- 
ber 1, due to the British Stevenson 
restriction act. because prices for 
crude rubber during the preceding 
three months had been slightly less 
than 42 cents a pound. 

Rubber manufacturers here make no 
forecast of what the future will bring. 
in the face of a decrease in the 
amount of raw materials available and 
lowering of prices, which automatical- 
ly causes an increased demand. 

Early in 1925, due to a variety of 
causes, the price of crude rubber rose 
steadily, followed later by increased 
tire prices. A break occured in July 
of this year, made possible by lower- 
ed prices of crude rubber, The final 
reduction brought some tire prices 
even lower than their respective prices 
before the rise started. Rubber fac- 
tories are running steadily to meet 
the big early winter tire demand.

Two MeasuresAre 
Planned To Settle 


Confusion in Air 


Both White and Dill Bills Designed to Give 


Government Control Over Radio, But Pro- 
pose Different Methods. 


Washington, December 4.—(By the Associated Press.)——-Congress, 
which convenes Monday, expects to listen in on the radio this winter to 
programs coming in not only on the receiving set at home, but also to 
the broadcasting of a number of its members from the floors of the 


house and senate. 


In other words, radio legislation, which got sidetracked in the 
closing days of the last session, is slated for another turn on the main 


track of the legislative program. 


Two radio bills, one the White bill coming from the house, and the 
other the Dill bill from the senate, were so unlike each other that both 
houses appointed a group of members to confer on the matter and 


attempt to adjust differences. 
immediately issued forth. 


This group of conferees met and static 
When congress adjourned July 3 the bills 


still were drowned out in the confusion. 


Both the White and Dill bills are 


designed to give the federal govern- 
ment broader control of radio ac- 
tivities, but proposed different methods 
of going about it. Representative 
White, republican, Maine, feels that 
his plan is best, while Senator Dill, 
democrat, Washington, is convinced 
what he suggests would be better. 
‘Whether radio legislation is enacted 
at the forthcoming session probably 
will depend largely upon the attitude 
the authors of the two measures take. 

The White bill proposes that the 
federal government exercise control 
over the ether through a bureau in 
tle commerce department and also a 
radio commission to be created by con- 
gress. The Dill measure would place 
sole power to regulate the ether in 
the hands of a commission. This lat- 
ter measure also is prefaced by a de- 
elaration, as follows: 

“That it is hereby declared and re- 
affirmed that the ether within the 
limits of the United States, its terri- 
tories and possessions, is the inalien- 
able possession of the people thereof, 
and that the authority to regulate its 
use in interstate and foreign com- 
merce is conferred upon the congress 
of the United States by the federal 
constitution.” 


MOVEMENT TO HALT 

FURTHER LICENSING. 

(By Leased Wire to The Constitu‘ion and 
The Chicago Tribune.) = 

Washington, December 4.—With 
the conditions of radio broadcasting 
and reception becoming more and 
more chaotic, a movement is on foot 
to halt the licensing of additional 
broadcasting stations pending legisla- 
tion regulating the entire radio field. 
The two houses of congress are at 
odds on the framing of a radio regu- 
latory law and they may not be able 
to agree on a measure at the ap 
proaching short session of congress 
which will end by constitutional lim- 
itation on March 4. The next con- 
gress will not meet ordinarily until 
D :-ember, 1927, and a radio law could 
not be passed before the spring of 
1928. : 

The prospect of the chaotic cond)- 
tions continuing and even becoming 
worse in the next year and a half has 
caused Representative White, repto- 
lican, of Maine, who is in charge of 
radio legislation in the house, to con- 
sider the advisability of the passage 
of an emergency measure, ; 

In answer to a question as to 
whether he had considered the advis- 
ability of introducing any stop-gap 
legislation pending the enactment of 
a general radio law, Congressmaa 
White said: 

“I have already drafted a resol- 
tion providing that until otherwise 
provided by law no license other than 
renewals of existing licenses shal] be 
issued for radio broadcasting stators 
within the continental United States 
and am considering its introduction 
immediately upon the convening of 
congress. 

Flooded With Letters. 

Senatérs and congressmen are be- 
ing flooded with letters from membe*s 
of the great radio audiences complaia- 
ing of interference by one broadcasting 
station with another to such an extent 
that radio programs cannot be hear] 
and receiving sets are rendered value- 
less. These complaints come from a!! 
sections of the country. 

President Coolidge regards some 
remedial action necessary, though he 
disclosed today in response to an tn- 
quiry. that he has not had personal 
experience with the interference which 
plays bavoe with broadcasting. It »0- 
pears that the president does not set 
much time to listen in. After dinner 
in the evening he works till bed time 
in his library. Mrs. Coolidge knits and 
listens to the radio every night, but 
the president has not heard her com- 
plain of poor reception of the radio 
programs, probably, he thought be- 
cause of favorable local conditions. 

There are only 89 channels of the 
ether suitable to broadcasting and ex- 
perts are of the opinion that there 
should not be more than two 500-wa‘t 
stations to each wave length and that 
those two should be at least 2,000 
miles apart.

lation, there ought not to be more 
than 178 broadcasting stations opera'- 
ing in the country today in the present 
state of the radio art, yet there are 
615 now licensed and operating. 

Secretary of Commerce Hoover en- 
deavored to prevent the development 
of the existing chaos by arbitrarily 
refusing to grant licenses for addi- 
tional broadcasting stations. The at- 
torney general ruled, however, that he 
was exceeding his powers in so doing 
and the commerce 
compelled to let down the bars and 
license all comers. 


Relief in Courts. 


The recent court decision prohibiting 
encroachment by a broadcaster upon 
the channel used by WGN, the Chi- 
cago Tribune station, Chicago, has 
pointed the way to elimination of 
some of the interference by judicial 
proceedings, but it is realized that the 
only comprehensive remedy is legis- 
lation. 

The White till, passed by the house 
in the last session, provides for radio 
regulation by the secretary of com- 
merce with appeal from his decisions 
to an advisory commission. This 
measure is favored by the president. 
The senate substituted for the house 
bill the Dill bill, reposing control of 
radio in an independent commission. 
The two bills are now in the hands 
of a conference committee which has 
made little progress toward harmon- 
izing them, 

There is considerable sentiment in 
favor of scrapping both bills, pass- 
ing the stop-gap resolution and getting 
a new start on radio legislation in 
the next congress, particularly for 
the reason that neither of the pending 
bills defines the grounds on which 
applicants are to be granted or de- 
nied broadcasting licenses. 

“Unless the law states the rule to 
be observed, it would be _ political 
suicide for any one to attempt dis- 
crimination between influential ap- 
plicants,” said one radio authority. 


AREMER TO SING

New York, December 4.—(Special. ) 


Isa Kremer, the international balla- 
dist, and considered by many to be 
one of the world’s greatest singers of 
ballads and folk songs, will be the 
featured soloist of the next Maxwell 
Cotfee concert, to be broadcast by sta. 
tions WJZ, WRC, WGY. WBZ and 
KDKA at 9:15, central time, Sunday 
night, December 5. This performance 
will close the series of ten concerts. 
the outstanding artists for which were 
announced several months ago. There 
will be a new series of Maxwell Cof- 
fee concerts, which will start on the 
week following, December 12, and 
which will bring to the radio audience 
a series as great as those they have 
enjoyed in these broadcasts in the 
past.

This time 
Mr. Shilkret is to offer a complete

lovers serenades and love songs of all 
nations. One of the selections to be 
played in this concert will be the or- 
chestral prelude to the Wagnerian 
opera, “Tristan and Isolde,” the mu- 
sical drama of the two lovers, who 
were so much in love with each other 
that even death could not part their 
two souls, for as legend tells us, from 
out their graves, grew entwined with 
each, an ivy and vine.

5G NEW BULOING 
FOR BROADCASTING 


New York, December 4.—Radio 
broadcasting will soon have the dis- 
tinction of a great building dedicated 
primarily to its purposes, according to 
an announcement made today by Mer- 
lin H. Aylesworth, president of the 
National Broadcasting company. 

The 15-story structure, now being 
erected at 711 Fifth avenue, at the 
corner of Fifty-fifth street, will Le 
known as the National Broadcasting 
Company building, as a result of ne- 
gotiations recently completed. It will 
house the greatest broadcasting plant 
in the United States. Four entire 
floors, the 12th, 13th, 14th and 15th 
will be given over to the work of the 
National Broadcasting company. It 
is expected to be ready for occupancy 
in May, 1927. 

Eight Studios. 

The National Brocdcasting company 
building will contain eight completely 
equipped studios designed for every 
type of broadcasting program. On the 
top floor an auditorium studio, large 
enough to seat au orchestra of 150 mu- 
sicians, as well as to accommodate 
distinguisLed guests who may be in- 
yited on occasions, will occupy almost 
the entire floor. The ceilings of. the 
studios on the 12th floor will contain 
glass panels, so that spectators seated 
on the 13th floor will be able to view 
the artists at the microphone. Loud 
speakers will be installed in practically 
each room occupied by the National 
Broadcasting company with the ex- 
ception of the studios, thereby enabling 
listeners with the turn of a switeh 
to hear any particular program being 
broadcast without interferring in any 
Way with the actual transmission of 
the program. 


“The most advanced principles of { 


studio construction and plant control 
will be embodied in the National 
Broadcasting Company building,” it is 
declared in the statement issued bv Mr. 
Aylesworth. “It is'a fundamental 
fact, not always recognized, however, 
that broadcasting reception can be no 
better than broadcast transmission. 
Heretofore plans for brcadeasting stu- 
dios had to be drawn with reference 
to existing facilities, in one building 
or another. ‘This will be the first time 
that the fundamental construction of 
a great building will be planned along 
lines that will meet the gepecial re- 
quirements of radio broadcasting.”’ 

The general plan of construction 

calls for a central broadcasting plant 
from which a system of studios will 
rediate fan-wise. On the rim of this 
circle will be the artists’ and general 
reception rooms. Each studio will have 
a separate control room adjacent 
to it. 
Notwithstanding the fact that 
broadcasting programs will constantly 
radiate from the National Broadcast- 
ing Company building to a large part 
of the United States, there will be 
nothing in the outward appearance of 
the building to denote-the purpose 
which it will serve. The great steel 
towers and antennae which formerly 
marked every studio connected with a 
broadcasting station, will be conspic- 
uous by their absence. The anten- 
nae and towers will be miles away 
from the broadcasting studios of the 
company, under the system of remote 
control which the engineers of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting company are plan- 
ning. 

In addition to the studios, the build- 
ing at 711 Fifth avenue will contain 
the executive offices of the National 
Broadcasting company, which nas 
signed an 18-year lease with the Beth- 
lehem Engineering corporation. Floyd 
de L. Brown represented the East 
Fifty-fifth Street corporation and the 
A. H. Mathews company was the bro- 
ker negotiating the transaction. 

Coincident with the announcement 
that the National Broadcasting com- 
pany would occupy its new quarters 
about June 1, 1927, Mr. Aylesworth 
made public the fact that a manage- 
ment contract had been signed by the 
company with the Radio Corporation 
of America, whereby the program ac- 
tivities of Station WJZ will be direct- 
ed by the National Broadcasting com- 
pany. 

Station WJZ, it is declared, howev- 
er, will be the central service staticn 
for a new broadcasting network and 
will not be merged with the chain of 
broadcasting stations interconnected 
by wire with WEAF, Station WJZ, 
directed largely by its present person- 
nel, will continue to broadcast its own 
programs and serve the same listen- 
ing public which it has always com- 
manded., 

Unified program direction, it was 
pointed out, would not only permit 
the greatest possible broadcasting of 
fine programs to the public, but 
would insure non-interference of in- 
terest in the broadcasting of such 
great national events as might be put 
on the air. 


FREED-EISEMAN C0. 
DOES BIG BUSINES 


New York, December 4.—The Freed- 
Eisemann Radio corporation, Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., reports sales for the month 
of October to have a retail value of 
Over $2,000,000. 

This represents, it is stated, the 
largest single month's business in the 
history of the company. 

Along with this announcement 
comes the statement that the British 
subsidiary, Freed-Eisemann Radio of 
Great Britain, Ltd., has secured a li- 


;cense under the Marconi patents, The 


British company will not mannufac- 
ture radio receivers but will import 
them from the American plant. 

Although the mother company in 
Brooklyn is licensed under both the 
Hazeltine neutrodyne and Latour pat- 
ents, it was found necessary to obtain 
a license under the British Marconi 
patents as well in order to have the 
right to sell in the British Isles the 
radio apparatus manufactured in this 
country under the aforementioned Haz- 
eltine and Latour licenses. 

It is stated that it is the policy of 
the Marconi company of Great Britain 
to issue no further licenses except to 
British companies manufacturing ra- 
dio apparatus in Great Britain and 
that no more licenses will be avail- 
able to American concerns who may 
establish selling subsidiaries in the 
British Isles,

We called this remarkable Stromberg-Carlson radio receiver the 


Packard of the radio industry jn our story last night. 


Tonight we will 


insist we were right, but find that while that is the case it also holds an- 


other quality. 


It is also an aristocrat and a politician, for it conveys the 


yreatest dignity to its conduct, yet in the cosmopolitan tone of its find- 


ings it is as common as an old shoe. 

It will bring in every station in 
the 600 or more that are percolating 
this season with Mexico City, Ha- 
vana and a number of the Canadian 
stations thrown in for good measure. 
It brought in so many for the old 
“Dial Twister” last might that his 
head is fairly swimmigg. 

As warm as it waS Shkhturday, we 
felt sure that our eyening at the 
dials would be more or less hectic 
from static and other interference 
so common to the warmer weather. 
Of course, amateurish as we may be 
in the scientific end of the radio pro- 
fession, we realize that much of our 
intereference ix man-made and easily 
eradicated if one’s patience is at all 
of the right kind. 

Mastering Mastedon. 
However, we did not “interfere” or 


“calk”’ ourselves last night in romping | 


round the dials for we made up our 
mind that we were going to master 
this mastodon if it was the last thing 
we did in this world. Mastering the 
dials was not the job we anticipated, 
at least if it was not apparent in 
the results we obtained. 

We did not set out for distance 
last night for we had two objectives 
in mind. In the first place, we 
wanted very much to hear the At- 
water Kent radio hour provided by 
Ww. VY. Hopkins, of the Hopkins 
Equipment company, for us here in 
Atlanta over WSB. We heard most 
of this and then turned to hear the 
Balkite hour from the WEAF string 
at New York where the Fansteel 
Products company, was broadcasting 
the New York Symphony orchestra 
under the direction of Walter Dam- 
rosch, 

These two concerts were well worth 
our time. Walter Damrosch, having 
spent his life practically with the 
orchestra which was founded by his 
father and dedicating himself to its 
development and progress, is today, 
not only the dean of American con- 
ductors, but likewise probably’ the 
most noted. The New York Sym- 
phony orchestra is accepted through- 
out Kurope and America as an organi- 
zation without a peer. It takes a 
Packard of the radio world, such as 
this Stromberg-Carlson, to bring out 
all the delicate tones so necessary to 
the true reproduction of chamber 
music, 

Sought Advice. 

If one’s receiving set is not so con- 
structed to obviate distortion, the 
beauty of such music as was rendered 
during the Balkite hour is pretty 
much lost. The Dial Twister had this 
in mind Saturday and dropped in on 
Jack Fulton, of Fulton Brothers Elec- 
tric company, for a little information 
on how the Stromberg-Carlson mas- 
tered its tonal quality. 

Of course you understand this bird 
Fulton is given to long technical de- 
scriptions of one gort or another while 
the Dial Twister, having spent most 
of his life penning stories on a type- 
writer, doesn’t know much about the 
technical end of the this radio busi- 
ness though he does know hew to en- 
joy the results of the work put out 
by technicians. 

Anyway, this is what Jack Fulton 
told the Dial Twister about the 
Stromberg-Carlson. If you will ap- 
ply the same knowledge to your set 
you will get the same idea we are 
trying to pass along. It all has to do 
with voltage control, if you know 
what I mean. 

What He Said! 

“A unit having an adjustable volt- 
age control,” he said, “has been go de- 
signed in an effort to make the unit 
fulfill various conditions. However, 
Without a very expensive and very 
delicate voltmeter on the panel of the 
unit it is impossible to ascertain the 
amount of current being used and con- 
sequently it is impossible to main- 
tain the correct ratio between “B” 
and “C” yoltages. So when this ra- 
tio is not correct, distortion is cer- 
tain to result. Therefore, it be- 
comes evident that the answer to the 
problem of maintaining good _ tone 
quality with a “B” socket-power unit 
is found in the manufacture of a unit 
to match the receiver with which it is 
to be used. For, in this manner fixed 
voltages can be used and a constant 
ratio between “B” voltage and nega- 
tive bias may be secured, 

“Stromberg-Carlson engineers have 
designed such a “B” socket-power 
unit, to be used especially with their 
five and six-tube receivers. Knowing 
the exact requirements of these re- 
ceivers, it was not difficult to design 
the unit so that adjustable’ voltages 
could be done away with and defii:ite, 


}unchanging voltages used instead. In 


this unit the voltages are maintained 
by the use of large wire-wound re- 
sistors imbedded in vitreous enamel. 
These resistors are impervious. to 
weather conditions and maintain con- 
stant voltages indefinitely. With 
such a unit distortion is impossible, 
not only because the correct ratio be- 
tween “B” and “C”’ voltages 1s al- 
Ways maintained, but because of oth- 
er precautions which engineers have 
taken to eliminate distortion and to 
prevent power line disturbances from 
entering the receiver. 

“Special draining condensers Ff ve 
been provided across the input to car- 
ry off radio frequency currents and 
square-topped wave disturbances that 
are hkely to enter the receiver from 
the power line. Then too, good tone 
quality is insured by the correct de 
sign of the filter circuit. An extra 
large condenser is connected across the 
output terminals of the unit to pro- 
vide an adequate supply of current 
when especially heavy passages of mu- 
sic are being reproduced. Transform- 
ers and choke coils have extra large 
cores which also make for good tone 
quality, 

“With such a unit natural and feith- 
ful reproduction may be secured 
through the impossibility of distortion 
creeping in by way of the plate cur- 
rent supply apparatus.”

Experts Tour Country. 

Complaints from Gippsland induced 
the Broadcasting Company of Aus 
tralia, Lid., to send several experts 
to tour the country for hundreds of 
miles to study the puzzle. The mis- 
sion succeeded in finding many more 
“blind spots” that had not been 
known to exist. Moreover, they dis- 
covered that the condition was fairly 
general throughout Australia— 
Queensland residents got good results 
when listening in to Melbourne, while 
the people of Victoria obtained best 
results when listening in on Queens- 
land an New South Wales. 

The report said: “While 4QG is re- 
ceiyed so clearly in Gippsland, the 
game trouble experienced by listen- 
ers closed to that station, as is now 
being felt by 3LQ listeners in Gipps- 
land, while in Queensland 31,0’s sig- 
nals are reported to be almost perfect, 
both as regards strength and clarity.”

LISTENERS IN INDIA 
PAY LICENSE FEE

In India, as in Canada, a license is 
necessary for every receiving set used 
to pick up concerts and entertainment. 
The license in Indian is approximately 
$3.75 and is collected by the govern- 
ment. Eighty per cent of this fee is 
paid to the Indian Broadcasting com- 
pany, Limited, recently formed to pro- 
mote broadcasting in India. It has :.n 
authorized capital of approximately 
$560,000, divided into 150,000 ordi- 
nary shares, each of $3.75. For im- 
porters of wireless apparatus 2,500 
shares have becn reserved, Ten per 
cent of the importation value of all 
wireless apparatus is paid into the 
company. 

Two stations, each rated at 12 kilo 
watts, are being built. One will be in 
the Bengal presidency and the other 
in the Bombay. The cost of each sta- 
tion will be $75,000 and the vearly 
maintenance is figured to be a similar 
amount in each case.

One of the current misconceptions 
concerning prohibition has to de with 
the situation in Norway where the 
people have just votéd out “prohibi- 
tion,” according to newspaper head- 
lines, and substituted zovernment cons 
trol of the liquor traffic. The oppon- 
ents of American prohibition believe 
they see in Norway an object lesson 
for the United States, and are voci- 
ferously urging the new Scandinavian 
national policy as a model for our 
own, 

The truth is that Norway never had 
prohibition. Their law, which the peo- 
ple have just retired, prohibited the 
sale of liquor with mere than 21 
per cent alcohol, 

To the clear thinker, Norway's ex- 
perience proves the correctness of 
the statement of the Woman's. Chris- 
tian Temperance Union that: “Pro- 
hibition is the best method of dealing 
with the liquor traffie.’”’ Not the Nor- 
wegian band of prohibition, but the 
ae States’ eighteenth amendment 

ind. 

Constitutional prohibition was not 
put over on the American people—it 
was put over by the American peo- 
ple—a majority of whom are heartily 
in favor of doing away with alcoholic 
liquor ard the train of evils always 
present wherever there is drink. 

Norwegian drinkers, like American 
drinkers, are not to be satisfied with 
2.70 beer or 21 per cent “light” wine. 
What they want is hard liquor. In 
America the wet contingent does not 
admit this (openly), | 

Many Americans know that the 
present American prosperity is largely 
due to the efficiency and productivity 
of Americans who Lave quit drinking. 
And the recent elections, resulting in 
a national congress three-fourths dry, 
show that the majority of voters in 
the United States believe, also, that 
prohibition is the best method yet 
found to solve the liquor problem and 
that this country will never repeal the 
eighteent:: amendment.

Budget And Insurance Debated | 
In Article By Mrs. Warthen 


When you think of the varied 
amounts and conditions governing the 
incomes of the millions of commercial 
enterprises, clubs, orders and families 
of thie great country, of ours you can 
readily see that no model] budget can 
be made to exactly meet the needs of 
all of them but there are a few basic 
rules which do apply. The budget 
that the individual builds from the 
study of these fundamentals may not 
at first be a perfect-structure but is 
a forward step in the right direction 
and the very fact that it requires 
some personal thought increases its 
value to the individual. One of the 
great missions of the budget is to ser 
one thinking for oneself, realizing the 
present value. of the income to the 
amily and planning for an increase 
in three directions. First, in the 
quality and quantity of its buying 
power; second, its provision for tuture 
‘wants and emergencies; and third, an 
increase in the actual amount. 
budget encourages one to get a goal, 
concentrate their energies toward its 
attainment and finally to reach it 
with a heart full of happiness and 
contentment. 

Another Feature. 

Another of its great features is its 
elasticity. Though it shows the way 
and stiffens the resolve in face of 
the temptation presented by fads and 
fashions it is not 60 rigid that it 
cannot be pylled in a little here and 
stretched. a little there. Instead of 
denying one pleasures it is of the 
greatest benefit in helping them get 
what they really want. It only sug- 
gests a little parsimony here to 
an extra dollar to some other 
more worthy purchase.

expenses cover pledges to the church 
and charity, recreation, health and 
items of like nature, (f) And lastly, 
insurance savings and investments.

/ Nancy Barr Mavity in “The Wife, the | 


Home and the Job,” sars of the women | 
entering club work: ‘Housework is 
a desperately lonely occupation, each 
woman in her solitary kitchen doing 
her task and meeting her problems in 
Women do not as- 
soriute with one another in their work. 
When the work is done they are in- 
évitably hungry for social intercourse. 
Their husbands on the contrary, usnal- 
ly haye worked all day among other 
people and want rest and solitude. The 
division of labor according to sex tends 
to prevent husband and wife from 
sharing not only th¥r work interests 
but their play interests as well. In 
this separation the Woman's club 
arose to meet a real need for social 
recreation. 

“But the women I knew were not 
inwardly convinced that they had done 
a full job by caring for the house- 
hold and that they were ready only for 
play when the job was done. Even 
when women’s responsibility is limited 
to the home, her interest has ranged 
afield. She wants to know the larger 
world—to look upon it even though 
she does not enter it. Hence the 
‘study sections’ of the women’s ciubs 
devoted to current events, music, art, 
literature, or social service.”

Indis« and 
Palestine and had exceptional oppor- 
tunities for making selection f 
the hest private and commercial 
sources and the articles displayed are 
the cream of the collection. They 
were shown in three rooms of the 
Woman's clubhouse and were beauti- 
fully arranged and marked so that 
whoseever runs might read the long 
story of Oriental art, so beautiful and 
so different from anything seen in the 
western hemisphere. 
Embroidered Gown, 

The outstanding features of the ex- 
hibit numbered a wonderful embroid- 
ered gown worn by the mother of the 
This 
was carried out of the purple palace 
when the Manchu royal family was 
turned out by Fong Yu Chang and 
was sold by the owner under pressure 
of poverty during Mrs. Judd’s visit 
in China, where she was the house 
guest of the president of Pekin uni- 
versity. It is dene on black «atin. 
heavily embroidered with colors and 
gold, so that the foundation is prac- 
tically invisible. A little bovw’s coat 
of a kind no longer made, of white 
silk entirely covered with gay em- 
broidery and over 100 years old, was 
a noticreable piece, as were the wall 
hengings of heavy embroidered «atin. 
also very old. Chinese jewelry of 
seed pearls and pink coral was dis- 
played next to a collection of a dozen 
or more snuff jugs of coloisonne en- 
amel, carved ivory, old glass and 


beautifully decorated porcelain. Old 
e ved jade, green, cream and white, 
in necklaces, pendants and ornaments 
of various sorts was in evidence also. 
Several pairs of. shoes worn by the 
bound-feet women of the upper class 
attracted much attention, as did the 
Japanes@ house slippers of straw and 
the outdoor clogs worn by the same 
people. 

(ne corner was devoted to Korean 
garments, wall hangings and embroid- 


/ery and a bride's chest of crimson 
rom 


lacquer beautifully decorated. The 
white clothing worn by Korean men— 
linen of lovely texture by the upper 
classes—and the curious little black 
which goes with it caused much 
amused comment. There were also 
garments worn in India, in Darjeling, 
in Thibet, in Syria and in Japan, the 
latter inclnding the native kimonas 
in wonderful silk and entirely dif- 
ferent from those made for the Ameri- 
can trade, From Syria came a cos- 
tume exactly such as was worn by 
Mary and Martha in Bethany, as the 
style has never changed in the las 
-W0 years, and the dress worn by a 
shiek of Damascus, also immemorially 
old in type. Mexican costumes were 
also shown. 


Remarkable Collection. 


In one case was exhibited a re- 
markable | collection of elephants 
carved from ivory, teak, sandalwood 
and the wood of the cocoa palm. And 
a prayer wheel, tiny. of carved wood 
decorated with turquoise and other 
semi-precious stone, used by the Thi- 
betans and in part of India which 
rests on the “top of the world,’’ mean- 
ing the Himalayan country. 

The exhibit as a whole was such 
as would do credit to a museum in 
any city, all the articles shown being 
museum pieces and attraged many who 
m y not have another opportunity to 
see so large and so hadsome an Orien- 
tal collection again.

It was the body of Baron De Palm, 
1 nobleman who was born at Augs- 
berg in southern Germany in 1809, 
but who had fer many years resided 
in the United States as a plain citi- 
zen, though generally mentiened by 


his title. He was a public advocate 
of cremation as the sensible and sani- 
tary method. of disposing of the body 
death.

With that 
election fresh in their minds, people 
think of its results as taking effect on 
Monday. They think, for example, that 
Wagner, of New York, will step im- 
mediately into the shoes of the de- 
feated Wadsworth; that Vare, of 
Pennsylvania, will appear to claim his 
seat: that the Vare and Smith cases 
will be threshed to a conclusion dur- 
ing the coming weeks; that all the 
important effects of the recent elec- 
tion will come to fruit on Monday. 

Rut the fact is, the congress that 

meets on Monday is the old one; if 
is not the new one that was elected 
last month. The new congress will 
not function, normally. until next De- 
« mber—December, 1927, a year from 
now. . 
A congress is elected in November, 
1926: it reflects the public feeling ot 
that time, the judgment of the people 
about the party in power and about 
pending subjects of election. But that 
newly elected congress does not come 
into existence, normally, until Decem- 
ber, 1927. For 13 months the judg- 
ment of the people and the verdict 
of the voters does not take effect. 
Meantime legislators who have been 
yoted out of office continue, neverthe- 
less, to legislate. Under our mechan- 
ism of government the expression of 
public opinion in actual legislation 
waits 13 months after that public 
opinion has expressed itself in the 
election. 

That this is awkward almost every- 
body admits. It has disadvantages ad- 
ditional to the one already mentioned. 

Yo remedy this awkward detail of 
our mechanism of government is one 
of the items on the program of the 
session of congress that begins Mon- 
day. There is pending before it a 
constitutional pmendment which would 
enable a congress elected in November 
to meet the following January. By 
this pending amendment a new con- 
gress would go to work two months 
after the people elected it, instead of 
13 months. (The same amendment 
would provide that a president elected 
in November be inaugurated in Jan-

is precisely the reason that would 
be overcome if the house would act. 
If this amendment were’ in effect the 
coming congress would not come to 
an end March 4; it would have no 
fixed limitation, but would go on 
comfortably until its necessary work 
should be finished. 


This brings us to the next elemen- 
tary fact about the coming session, a 
fact associated with the one just dis- 
cussed, and equally awkward. 


The coming session of congress is 
a short one. It is not short in the 
sense of having little business to do; 
on the contrary it has more business 
than it can do. It is short because 
it had a fixed limitation; it expires

automatically on March 4, next. There- 


‘after there will be no congress in ses- 
sion until the following December. 


That is, there will be no congress 
in session unless President Coolidge 
should call a special session of the 
new one. 

Sinc: we are being very A. B. C. we 
may set out like a schedule: 

December 6, 1926 (next Monday)— 
old congress begins its final session. 

March 4, 1927—old congress goes 
out of existence. 

March 4, 1927—new congress comes 
into existence, but does not normally 
meet, 

December 5, 1927—new congress 
holds its first regular session. 

Between March 5, 1927, and Decem- 
ber 5, 1927—no congress in session 
unless Jresident Coolidge calls a 
special session of the new one. 

To recapitulate this difficult but 
necessary explanation: The congress 
which sits on Monday is not the new 
congress that was elected seven weeks 
ago. It is the old congress that was 
elected more than two years ago in 
1924. This-old congress dies, goes out 
of existence, on March 4 next. But 
the new congress does not hold its 
first regular session until December 
5, 1927. Consequently, from March 
4+ next until December .5 following, 
there will be no congress in session. 

Ther. will be no congress in session, 
that is, unless President Coolidge calls 
a special session of the new one, 
Whether he will; whether he will be 
obliged to; or whether those who want 
an extra session can so maneaiver as 
to compel him to call one—all that 
composes a primary aspect of the ses- 
sion that begins on Monday. 

President Coolidge does not like spe 
cial sessions of congress. One might 
say he does not greatly like regular 
sessions. Dresident Coolidge likes 
congress best when it is in recess 
with the members away at their 
homes. This preference on Mr. Cool- 
idge’s part is temperamental; but let 
no one infer it is vanity or egotism. 
It is not that he wants the spotlight 
on himself. The New York World, 
(which is the most pungent of Mr. 
Coolidge’s newspaper critics), adyo- 
cating a special session, said the other 
day: 

“In the republican press here in the 
east the alarming legend is being 
created that the wicked cemocrats will 
be more wicked than usual if they 
compel Mr. Coolidge to call a special 
session of congress after March 4 
next. That is easy to understand, Mr. 
Coolidge shines most brightly when 
he monopolizes the publicity from 
Washington through the uninterrupted 
and uncontradicted outpourings of the 
official spokesman, Mr. Coolidge 
shines least brightly when he is at- 
tempting to lead the party which is 
supposed to think so highly of him. 
This new congress, moreover, is less 
than ever a Coolidge congress, and 
the longer it can be kept from assem- 
bling the more placid will be the 
atmosphere of the white house.” 

Part of that may be a fair surmise. 
As between one congress and another. 
doubtless Mr. Coolidge is just a little 
more comfortable—vyet very little more 
—-with a congress like the old one, 
is fairly strongly republican, 
than with a congress like the new one, 
which is very close to democratic. 

But the other motive ascribed by 
The World to Mr. Coolidge: “Mr. 
Coolidge shines most brightly when he 
monopolizes the publicity from Wash- 
ington”’—that imputation shows fail- 
ure to grasp Mr. Coolidge’s psychol- 
ogy. (Possibly there may be confusion 
between the word “publicity,” which 
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them here to shoot at from short 
range. 

Mr. Coolidge prefers that he be ont 
of the spotlight, that congress be out 
of it, that the whole government be 
out of it, that all Washington be out 
of it. He shows suppressed disquiet 
when any department or individual in 
the government seems to be causing 
over-inuch publicity, whether by de- 
sign or unavoidably. On some occa- 
sions he lets his irritation show, as 
when the army and navy, or some of 
the semi-volunteer attachments of the 
army or navy. seem to be inciting pub- 
licity designed to get larger appropria- 
tions or to avoid reductions of per- 
sonnel or equipment. 

Mr. Coolidge’s distaste for any part 
of the government attracting much at- 
tention is fundamental and inclusive. 
Once, just after a congress had ad- 
journed, the president told the news- 
paper men he hoped that for some 
months now there would be the mini- 
mum of news out of Washington. He 
indicated that on the whole he thougut 
th: country was better off in propor- 
tion as news out of Washington was 
scarce. Mr. Coolidge is personally most 
comfortable, and thinks the country 
is more comfortable, when the spot- 
light is at Somerville, N. J., oceupied 
with a murder trial; or, better yet, at 
the even more distant trial of another 
sort at Los Angeles, 

Congress as a whole does not share 
this point of view of Mr. Coolidge; it 
likes to be in session. And so one vf 
the important aspects of the coming 
session—perhaps the most important— 
inmay be a contest of wits and endur- 
ance between Mr. Coolidge, on the one 
hand, and the bulk of congress on the 
other over the matter of a special ses- 
sion to be called after March 4. ~ 

Congress may so act as to compel 
Mr. Coolidge to call one. Congress 
las not Mr. Coolidge’s temperament 
about ogg and activity. In addi- 
tion, the fact already mentioned, the 
awkwardness in our system of goyv- 
ernment which prevents a new cou- 
gress from functioning until 13 months 
after it is elected, constitutes. a legiti- 
mate motive for this coming session 
so acting as to compel a special ses- 
sion. The new congress, elected on | 
current issues and as the reflection of 
eurrent conditions, is rather entitled 
to its “place in the sun” before the 
sun sets on these conditions. An ex- 
tra session after March 4 could be 
brought about in any one of many 
ways, and for justified motives. 

The best possible motive for a spe- 
cial session after the coming one ia 
the quantity of business before it. 
This session will be very short. Count 
the days between December 6 and 
March 4; deduct the Christmas recess 
and the Sundays and Jineoln’s birth- 
day and Washington's birthday, and 
not a great many working days are 
left. Those days could readily be 
consumed by the absolutely indispens- 
able routine business of the session. 

The main business of the coming ses- 
sion is the passing of the appropri- 
ations necessary to pay government 
salaries and otherwise keep the gov- 
ernment going. (In the early days 
when the government was organized | 
that was all these short three-month 
sessions were intended to do.) 

Since the introduction of the budget | 
system the passing of appropriations 
has been simplified some. Neverthe- 
less, the immense and detailed bills 
providing the money fer literally thou- 
sands of activities end hundreds of | 
thousands of employees contain abun- 
dant eceasions for legitimate debate. 
({Juite often fundamental principles are 
involved in mere details of appropri- 
ations. The wets in congress usually 
oppose the constantly increasing ap- 
propriations for prohibition enforce- 
ment. The Washington Conference for 
the Limitation of Armament, which 
Was regarded as the outstanding 
achievement of Harding's administra- 
tion, was authorized by an amendment 
which Senator Borah introduced to the 
navy appropriation bill. | 
_ If any or several eppropriation bills 
in the coming session should involve 
so much debate and delay as to compel 
the president to call a.special session 
later in order to keep the government 
soing, no one need be certain the mo- | 
tive on the part of congress was mere- 
ly to compel Mr. Coolidge to do some- 
thing they know he doesn’t like. ‘The | 
motive can be legitimate and the event 
fean be justified. 

Since the coming session is 
} short and sinee the indispensable 
. propriation bills could readily consume 
all the time, we must now consider 
the general legislation which is either | 
scheduled to come up or may be | 
brought up. If that general legisla- | 
flon, or any items of vit, seems to 
, congress or to the country to be very 
important, it will follow that congress 
presumably will try to act on it in the 
coming session. If the action is not 
completed by March 4 President Cool- 
lidge will be obliged to consider whet}.

UNCANNY CANNER CAN. CAN 
VITAMINS. ; 

Recently I explained here why the 
home canner can't can vitamins while 
the factory cans ‘em readily enough 
~—-the factory process is a vacuum 
process, and that prevents oxidation 
during the heating, and oxidation is 
destructive to vitamins. The home 
process ordinarily consists of heating 
with the lids tightly closed or 
even in open vessels with free access 
of air, so that oxidation inevitably oc- 
curs. But Mrs. L. H. F. makes me 
feel very uneasy about this, for she 
assures me [I do not know whereof I 
speak. She believes she cans all the 
vitamins any factory can can, and she 
drives me into a funk hole by describ- 
ing her process in detail. Let her 
have the floor—that’s my policy when- 
ever a member of the militant sex rises 
to remark: 

“It makes me smile when you say, 
doctor, that the housewife cannot can 
vitamins while the canning factories 
can can them, I have to tell you that 
you do not know. 


“IT can show you in my fruit closet 
now 175 cans, all glass, and every 
can was seuled airtight before cook- 
ing. I never take the government’s 
feolish instructions to leave the, lid 
loose and screw it down tight after 
lifting the can from the cooker. You 
say ‘if the screw caps were annlied 
tightly first, to seal the cans hermet- 
ically, and then the tomatoes cooked, 
that would amount praetically to yac- 
uum process canning, but it would 
probably burst the jar.’ This makes 
me laugh, and I can positively assure 
you, doctor, after canning, 1,000 glass 
jars of fruit this way that you don't 
know. Yes, seal ’em tight and cook 
‘em tnat way, but never. never allow 
them to process over 20k minutes in 
order ‘» keep the fruit the natural 
color.

In this 
way the sugar will all be dissolved 
when the can is ready to take from 
the cooker.”

Her letter is neatly typewritten, and 
it was mailed to my home address and 
not in care of this newspaper, and. it 
comes from a city where considerable 
propaganda in the interest of question- 
able commercial movements originates, 
However, if this base suspicion is jus- 
tified our canny canners, home and 
factory, will presently clear up the 
mystery for us. 

Acid fruits such as tematoes, pine- 
apple, cherries and the like are more 
readily preserved than ordinary vege- 
tables and for such fruits the method 
described by our correspondent is no 
doubt sufficient. In such a process 
the temperature in the center of the 
contents of the jar or ean probably 
does not exceed 170 degrees Fahren- 
heit, which is far below boiling (212) 
degrees Fahrenheit) yet sufficient to. 
sterilize acid fruits or vegetables. 

There is no evidence that vitamins 
are preserved by the method which 
Mrs. L. H. F. describes. 

Freshly picked fruits or vegetables 
are living, respiring things and their 
tissues contain some oxygen and if 
such fruits or vegetables are immedi- 
ately heated the contained oxygen de- 
strovs vitamins. This is avoided to 
“drowning” 
the fruits or vegetables; that is to 
say, by preparing them for canning 
and then immersing them in slightly 
salted water for a few hours before 
canning. 

In factory eanning, some fruits and 
heating for a short time before the 
cans are sealed, and to steam or hot 
vegetables are subjected to moderate 
water pressure sterilization after the | 
eans have been sealed. This prelim | 
nary open heating drives off oxygen)

A. peep behind the

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STAGE NO. 2—After shellac has been applied to 
the armature, it is covered with clay one or two 
inches thick, this supplying a rough base on which 
the sculptor builds the true form. 


CLAY WORK COMPLETED—After weeks of care- 
ful work, the sculptor has built his figure in clay, 
ar exact copy of the small working model. 
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STRIPPING THE MONUMENT—When 
the plaster mould dries it is broken 
away in sections marked by the brass 
strips previously inserted. This illus- 
e tration shows how the plaster parts 
come off. The mould is reassembled 
and a plaster cast made to be repro- 
duced in bronze. 


COMPLETED STATUE— 
From the plaster cast a 
sand mould is made in a 
foundry and into this is 
poured molten bronze that 
forms the finished monu- 
ment. The metal is 
smoothed and burnished 
and is ready to be shipoed 
and ecrected. 


THE FIRST STEP after completion of the. small 
working model is to construct an “armature” 
or framework of wood and steel on which the 
clay is to be placed. The figure is built of 
small pieces of lath. proportions being meas- 
ured with the pentagraph, ur pointing machine. 


ARTISTIC WORK BEGINS 
—in the third stage, the 
pentagraph is brought into 
use, “true points” being 
taken from the _ smaller 
model and these marked 
with pegs thrust into the 
clay with which the frame 
is covered. 


BRONZE CONSTRUCTION BEGINS—The clay figure 
is made only to be destroyed. Thin strips of brass 
are inserted tc form the necessary divisions so the 
plaster mould may be made. Thin solution of plaster 
is then splashed over the figure, filling every line 
and crevice. A heavier coat follows. This is known 
as making the “waste mould.”

The Story of a Girl 
‘Who Confused the 
Semblance of Liberty 
With the Real Thing. 


_. HE pursuit of liberty is essen- 
tial, but sometimes it lands 
one in gaol. When, twenty 
years before, Mrs. Herbert 
Quinn—the beautiful Heloise 

fc} Quinn—in the quaint ro- 

mantic days when people eloped in- 


stead of getting divorced, decided she 


would leave her husband for Luigi 
Marco, the violinist, at that time play- 
ing his first and last engagement in 
New York, she had made a final gen- 
erous northern gesture, the effect of 
which upon the Latin mind of her 
lover must have been terrific. Strip- 
ping herself of most of her worldly 
goods and keeping only a bare thou- 
sand a year of her income for herself, 
she had left the remaining three thou- 
sand a year to her baby daughter, 
Dorothy.

Be- 
longing to a generation in) which 
woman’s fear and hatred of man were 
first rising to the surface, without any 
definite plan of how to satisfy this 
fear and hatred, she had left a tradi- 
tion that carried over into a genera- 
tion in which fear was submerged and 
hatred transformed either into un- 
thinking comradeship or good natur- 
ed contempt. Where her daughter 
was concerned, although the daugh- 
ter had never definitely formulated 
her ideas, it was good natured con- 
empt. 

In the figure of her father, which is

woman, she had also. decided that 
where men were concerned she would 
have no more compunction toward 
them than they had always had to- 
ward women. When she _ became 
aware of herself she was amused and 
interested to observe suppressed ex- 
citement she had not consciously pro- 
voked and had not the slightest in- 
tention of satisfying. In this she was 
wrong; men have much more com- 
punction than they are supposed to 
have. The difference is that they see 
a great many things, but confusedly, 
while women see only a few things, 
but clearly. 

In fact, Dorothy, like most young 
people (and most old people), was 
wrong in a great many ways. She 
was entirely wrong about her father. 
Mrs. Quinn had been too shallow pat- 
ed in her shining lovely way to realize 
that selfishness and neglect can turn 
even the gentlest husband grim, and 
her baby, now the exact age when 
her mother had run away,’ was still 
too childish to know what bitterness 
and wounded pride can do to the sen- 
sitive-—unless the sensitive are great.

Will justice triumph 
or will Ross, convicted murderer, 
again beat the law? 


When Ross was found guilty in 
4924 of complicity in the killing of 
Ernest L. Whitman, a bond salesman, 
in a Bellmore, L. I., bank, justice was 
served by the jury’s verdict. Ross 
proved that by his own confession 
two years later. 


He made this belated confession 
after two reprieves from death and 
within three hours of being marched 
to the electric chair. On the brink of 
eternity and in the hope of buying his 
own life at the expense of another’s, 
he expressed his willingness to talk. 
A third reprieve was granted, and, in 
a frantic attempt to ‘save his own 
neck, he talked about his pal, Stanley 
Kivana. 

Twelve judges disregarded his 
story. Kivana was acquitted and 
Ross was taken back to Sing Sing to 
keep another rendezvous with death, 
The time set for his execu- 
tion arrived but again he 
escaped the black cap. A 
fourth reprieve from Gov- 
ernor Smith. For the fifth 
time a day was set for his 
execution. A fifth reprieve 
from Governor Smith. 
Once more Ross, convicted 
murderer, was able to 
dodge his date to sit in Sing 
Sing’s gray chair of death. 

Will he eat his sixth 
“fast supper’”’ in the death 
house? 


Of Great Value. 

Governor Smith gave 
him. his fifth lease of life at 
the request of District At- 
torney Edwards, of Nassau 
county, who prosecuted 
Kivana. Edwards in his 
pleas to Governor Smith to 
keep Ross alive said the 
condemned man -was of 
“vreat value” to the state 
in its efforts to apprehend 
and convict two other ban- 
dits who, according to 
Ross, were implicated in 
the Whitman murder and 
who are still at large—this 
in spite of the fact that 
Ross’ story failed to im- 
press the jury in the Klvana 
case. 

As one of his accom- 
plices in the Whitman case 
Ross named James (Kill- 
er) Cunifee, notorious gun- 
man who helped the much 
wanted super-bandit Bum 
Rodgers to escape from an 
Auburn prison guard. Cun- 
ifee, according to the New 
Jersey police, directed with Rodgers’ 
aid the recent machine gun outrages 
that culminated in the $167,000 loot- 
ing of a mail truck near Elizabeth, 
N. J., and the killing of the truck’s 
driver. . 

The murder of Ernest L. Whit- 
man was done in the savage fashion 
of gangster gunmen. Whitman was 
the innocent victim of brutal fate. 

On April 4, 1924, during the noon 
hour, four armed men entered the 
First National bank of Bellmore, L. IL. 
Miss Marie Umbhauer, assistant 
cashier, was alone in the bank’s main 
room. One of the bandits, pointing 
a gun at her, ordered her out of her 
cage. She was pushed into a chair 
and commanded to keep still if she 
valued her life. A man teller was 
sitting in the directors’ room. The 
bandits found him and carried him to

the cellar. Gathering up $7,906, the 
bandits rushed to make their escape. 


Shot Down In Cold Blood. 


Whitman, a respected resident of 
Bellmore and the father of two young 
children, was a customer of the bank. 
He was abaut to enter through the 
main door as the bandits came rush- 
ing out. He made no move to inter- 
fere with them, but they were in a 
hurry and he was in the way. They 
shot down the helpless man. _ Thir- 
teen bullet holes were’ found in his 
body. 

In tracing the theft of two motor 
cars the police came across clews that 
led to the arrest of Ross, Klvana and 
John Slattery as-three of the bandits 
who robbed the bank and killed Whit- 
man. 


The three were tried separately. 
Ross and Slattery were convicted. 
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Ambrose Ross 


The jury in Klvana’s first trial dis- 
agTeed. <A second trial resulted in his 
conviction and he joined Ross and 
Slattery in Sing Sing’s death house. 
All three stayed death by appeal to 
the appellate court. 

The court reversed the jury’s ver- 
dict in Klvana’s case and a third trial 
was ordered for him. In the case of 
Slattery the court disagreed. Gov- 
ernor Smith, stating that, since the 
appellate court was divided on the 
question of whether the verdict in 
Slattery’s case was justified, he felt 
that Slattery should not be electro- 
cuted, commuted the death sentence 
to life imprisonment: In Ross’ case 
alone the appellate court decided that 
the jury’s verdict and the sentence of 
death were warranted. 

At Ross’ trial held in Mineola, L. 


l., in October, 1924, the woman as- 
sistant cashier of the robbed bank 
positively identified Ross as the ban- 
dit who poked a revolver between the 
bars of her cage and threatened her 
life if she made an outcry. 

Ross’ defense was an 
Swore and his 
three brothers 


alibi. He 


at his home in 
Long Island at the 
time of the rob- 
bery and murder. 

“As God is my 
judge,” he said 
dramatically, ‘I 
was not in Bell- 
more April 3 or 
April 4.” 

But at Klvana’s 
trial last Febru- 
ary when he was 
trying to talk him- 
self out of the 
death chair and 
his pal into it he 
had another story 
to tell. 

At his own trial 
two years before he said: “O, April 
4, the day of the murder, I went to 
bed at 3 a. m. and slept until noon. 
Then | had lunch with my two broth- 
ers, Edwar dand Frank and went out 
with Frank after lunch.” 

“I met James Di Lucca,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘and went with him to a shoe 
store in Manhattan avenue, Brooklyn, 
where he bought shoes. Later in the 
afternoon | went out to Slattery’s ho- 


tel and gave him a birthday party that 
A \ 


night.” 


How It Was Planned. 


The _ district attorney, 
cross-examining him, 
was unable to break 


him down. 

“If you had 
anything to do 
with the killing 
of Whitman, 
would you tell 
me about it?” 
asked the dis- 
trict attorney. 

“I certainly 
would,” said 
Ross in an em- 
phatic tone. 

At Klvana’s 
third trial under 
oath he testi- 
tied: 

“On the morning of 
April 24, 1924, ha nd the 
other men who robbed 
the bank left Long Island 
City to do the job. We 
left between 9 and 10 
in the morfiing. The 
start was made from 
Slattery’s place at 
Jackson and Beebee 
avenues, Long Island 
City. . We lett mm &@ 
Buick car with Slat- 
tery.” 

“‘Kivana”. 2 
continued, ‘“‘left Slat- 
tery’s in another car. 
Before leaving 1 
talked things over 
with Klavana the night before.” 

Slattery, saved from the death 
chair by Governor Smith’s clemency 
was owner of a hotel in Long Island 
called ‘““The Old Homestead.’”’ Kivana 
was his bartender. At Klivana’s trial 
last February, Benjamin  Thalrose,

who stole in Madison avenue, New 
York, the automobile used in the bank 
robbery, testified that he had stolen 
the, car ‘‘to order,” declaring that 
Slattery had told him he wanted a 
Buick 1924 model and that he (Thal- 
rose) and another man went out in 
search of one. Ambrose Ross, he tes- 
tified, was in the hotel barroom. 


Ross,. brought down from Sing 
death house heavily manacled and 
guarded to appear as the state’s star 
witness at the trial of his pal, Kivana, 
testified there were eight men in the 
conspiracy to rob the bonk. Five of 
them were from ‘‘kKill- 
er’? Cunifee’s gang and 
three from his crowd in 
Long Island City—him- 
Self, Slattery and 
Kivana. Only four of 
the eight took part in 
the robbery and the 
killing that resulted, he 
testified. These four, 
he said, were himself, 
“Killer”? Cuniffe, Slat- 
tery and a member of 
Cuniffe’s gang, Chick. 
Kiekart by name. 

The Night Before. 

Kivana, he testified, 
was in the original con- 
Spiracy, but had no part 
in the actual holdup. 
He was waiting in an- 
other car on the motor 
speedway to help the looters make 
a safe getaway, according to Ross. 
Ross also testified that Klvana was 
not armed. 

Ross told of a meeting with Slat- 
tery and Klvana on the night before 
the holdup. 

“Slattery that 


suggested Klvana 


‘and I go along in the holdup,” he 


said. “So next day at noon we mo- 
tored over to Bellmore. When we 
got to the bank two men got out of 
the Buick car we were in and went

cAUCTION BRIDGE 


By? cMILTON C. WORK 


SHE INTERNATIONAL AUTHORITY 
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Last Sunday I 
gave a hand and 
asked how it should 
be bid and played, 
and what score 
should be made with 
it. I stated that the 
hand was quite @ bit 
more difficult than 
those which ordinari- 
ly appear in_ these 
articles and asked my readers, to give 
it their best consideration. 

The hand was as follows: 

North. 
Spades: 10-6-5-4. 
Hearts: 9-6-5. 


- = _ 
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Diamonds: A-10-5. 
Clubs: A-K-J. 

West East 
Spades: 8. Spades: Q-J-9. 
Hearts: Q-10-8-7-2. Hearts: J-3. 
D’monds: J " 4-2. D’monds Q-8-6-3 
Clubs: 10-7-3. Clubs: 9-8-5-2. 

South 
Spades: A-K-7-3-2 
Hearts: A-K-4. 
Diamonds: K-7. 
Clubs: Q-6-4. 


South (Dealer) has a very strong 
hand. There is great strength in the 
two Majors and some in each Minor; 
the Diamonds are surely stopped it 
led up to, and the Clubs may or may 
not be stopped, but it would be bad 
bidding to name a No Trump with 
two such weak Minors, when the hand 
contains such a Satisfactory Major 
declaration. South should bid one 
Spade, after which there would be no 
other bidding. Neither adversary has 
nearly the strength which would war- 
rant a bid; and North, with four 
Spades, should not think of changing 
the contract to No Trump. The side 
King and two side Aces will help to- 
ward a Spade game and, with the 
Hearts unstopped (as far as North 
knows), the Spade game seems far 
more probable than a game in No 
‘Trump. 

With a hand like South’s, there are 
many holdings that North might have 
Which would produce game at Spades 
and not at No Trump; but it would 
be a very odd North holdithg with 
whieh he would fail to deny South’s 
initial Spade bid, and yet the. com- 
bined hands could make game at No 
Trump but not at Spades. When 
Dealer has a choice between a Major 


and No Trump, he should remember 
that partner would deny a suit-bid 
: he think some other suit or No 

lrump would work better; but part- 
ner, whether weak or strong, would 
not be nearly so likely to take out a 
No Trump. 

Played at Spades, the Seven of 
Hearts would be the opening lead, 
which South would win; and then, on 
tricks 2 and 3 would lead the Ace 
and King of Spades, hoping to drop 
the four adverse Spades. In this at- 
tempt South would be unsuccessful, 
but there being no Spade finesse, he 
would have done ali in his power to 
take all the Spade tricks. The De- 
clarer would now be confronted by 
the certainty that East must win one 
Spade trick. The combined hands 
will not lose a Diamond trick because 
the losing Diamond in Dummy can 
be ruffed in the Closed Hand, nor a 
Club trick; but Dummy and Closed 
Hand each have a losing Heart with 
no card upon which to discard either 
of them. At first glance it would 
seem as if the adversaries must make 
one trump and one Heart, afd that 
five-odd would be all that the De- 
clarer could score. Five-odd of course 
is one trick more than game, the fifth 
trick being worth only nine extra 
points; six-odd, on the other hand, 
carries with it a Small Slam (fifty 
points) and at Spades is worth fifty- 
nine points more than five-odd. The 
nine-point difference between four- 
odd and five-odd is generally called 
the trick immaterial, but the fifty- 
nine-point difference between five- 
odd and six-odd is most maierial and 
the Declarer ‘should try hard to make 
that trick if it can be done. In this 
case it will be noted that there is only 
one possible way to win the- extra 
trick; that being to trump a Diamond 
or Club led by an adversary, and at 
the same time to discard a _ losing 
Heart from the other hand. 

In an effort to get the Small Slam, 
Declarer should lead three winning 
Clubs, two winning Diamonds and 
ruff the third Diamond.  Declarer 
will then have won nine tricks—or 
three-od and is sure of winning 
two more Dummy has remaining 
two trumps and two small Hearts, and 
Closed Hand two trumps and a win- 
ning and a losing Heart. East 1s 
marked with the good Spade Queen 


\ 


(because West has refused Spades) ; 
and may have one or two Hearts. 
West’s original lead was the Heart 
Seven and Declarer has seen the 
Four, Five and Six; if West has either 
the Trey or Deuce, he led originally 
from five Hearts—he still has four 
and East has one. The winning Heart 
should now be led and, unless East 
trump it (if he do the Slam is assur- 
ed,) a trump should then be led, pat- 
ting East in the lead. If East have 
both the small Hearts, the scheme 
will not work, but it should be tried; 
it is the only chance. 

As the cards are located, East must 
win the eleventh trick and lead to 
the twelfth trick. Having no Spades 
or Hearts, he must lead a Diamond 
or Club—both of these suits have 
been eliminated from the North and 
South hands. Whichever East leads, 
Declarer can discard his losing Heart 
from one hand while he is. trumping 
the trick with the other hand.. “After 
that, either North or South has the 
thirteenth trump remaining to win a 
total of twelve tricks and a Small 
Slam. 

This hand illustrates about as dif- 
ficult an elimination situation as a De- 
clarer ever is obliged to face. Easier 
ones are of frequent occurrence and, 
in order to illustrate the principle in 
the simplest manner, we will suppose 
Hearts to be the trump, the opening 
lead a Diamond and that Dummy 
(North) holds: Spades: x-x-x, Hearts: 


5-4-3-2. Diamonds: x-x-x. Clubs: 
Ace-x-x; the Closed hand (South) 
being: : 

Spades: Ace-King-Jack. Hearts: 
Ace-King-8-7-6; Diamonds:  x-x. 
Clubs: King-Queen-x. - If the adver- 


Saries lead three rounds of Diamonds, 
Closed Hand will trump the third trick 
and then lead the Ace and King of 
Hearts. Should East refuse Hearts on 
the second round, the Declarer would 
face the following situation:

Declarer has lost two tricks and 
must lose one more. To make game, 
he must win all the Spades. : 

Declarer could put the lead in 
Dummy with the Club Ace and try a 
finesse in Spades. If East holds the 
Spade Queen, this play would win the 
game; but if the Queen be with West, 
West should win with it and save 
game. The finesse offers a fifty-fifty 
chance of success, but the Declarer 
has a 100 per cent opportunity, viz., 
the elimination play—if he only can 
diagnose and grasp the chance it 
offers. 

He first must eliminate Clubs from 
his two hands by leading three rounds 
of that suit, which would leave three 
Spades and two trumps in each hand; 
then he must lead a trump, which 
would put West in the lead and com- 
pel him to return either a Spade, 
which gives South three Spade tricks, 
or a Diamond or Club, either of 
which North can trump while South 
is discarding his losing Spade Jack. 
After that, South has two good 
Spades and a trump for North’s losing 
Spade. Should West use his Heart 
Queen to trump one of Declarer’s 
Club leads, he would still have to lead 
a Diamond or a Spade, and the net 
result would be the same. 

Elimination situations, while diffi- 
cult for beginners to diagnose, fre 
quently occur and are rarely overs 
looked by experts. They should be 
watched for with great care, as they 
often make the difference between 
game and failure to make game or 
Slam and failure to make Slam.

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This is the 42nd of a series of 52 
greatest paintings, which represent 
the choice of the art directors 
throughout North America.

Someone has said that progress is 
the unwillingness of mankind to ac- 
cept anything as good. enough. 
Genius is ever in its van, and credit 
goes to those who devoted their la- 
bors to the advancement of progress. 
In the field of painting the ‘‘curved 
line’? shows a sharp upward move- 
ment during the first part of the 16th 
century chiefly because Titian, the 
great colorist, was working. 

leaving native Cadore in his early 
youth, he migrated to Venice, rented 
a studio in the artist colony and start- 
ed to work. ‘“‘Who’s the new artist?” 
“Oh, just another poor fellow who 
doesn’t know the meaning of starva- 


when the artist was in his 


tion.’”’ And that was the only ripple 
Titian’s entrance caused. He was.a 
keen student and refused to quail un- 
der obstacles that stopped the ordi- 
nary. When the brush tailed to bring 
out the tone, he worked the paint 
around with his thumb until the prop- 
er shade appeared. As Sebastian Bach 
was the first to use this thumb in 
organ- -playing, so, also, was Titian the 
first to use it in painting. 

By day’ Titian studied the mixture 
of paint much as the great Herschel 
observed the heavens at night. Emer- 
son says, ‘‘When half-gods go, the 
gods arrive.’’ Ere long this Cadore 
youth had been in the colony the oth- 
er artists felt his genius. ‘The name 
“Titian” was on every tongue in 
Venice and dukes, princes, popes and 
emporors flocked to his studio ito 
favor him with commissions. 

“Sacred and Profane Love,’’ the 
property of the Gorghese Palace, 
Rome, is considered his greatest work, 
excepting always ‘‘The Assumption.” 
It was painted about the year 1503, 
20th year. 


Different biographers have voiced 
thefr views as to what the painting 
represents, ‘but their contentions ap- 
pear to be unfounded. 

Franz Wickoff advances the theory 
which he supports by strong argument 
that the picture illustrates an incident 
in “Argonautica”’ by the Latin poet, 
Valerius Flaccus, claiming the nude 
figure is Venus, who pleads with 
Medea to accept the hand of Jason, 
her Greek lover. 

With the old painters it was a hab- 
it, mayhap a fault, when in the mood, 
to paint their models in various poses, 
sometimes in the nude—sometimes 
clothed. Scandal is a form of adver- 
tising and travels fast behind wagging 
tongues. “Call me anything, but be 
sure to mention my name,” was Bar- 
num’s idea of publicity. Before such 
“horrible paintings’? were usually fin- 
ished the good folks were demanding 
redress for the injuries to decency. 
Whereupon the wily artists would 
label them with titles from classical 
mythology. ‘This bit of by-play lulled 
the furor of the gentry to quietude, 


and such pictures then became ‘“‘beaus 
tiful-’’ 


The Italian government has a law 
which forbids the removal of a ‘Tis 
tian’’ from the country. This law pre« 
vented Prince Borghese from accept- 
ing a generous offer of 200,000 
pounds for this celebrated master- 
piece. The prince was only too wills 
ing to give the rest of his collection, 


valued at 144,000 pounds, to the 
government had permission been 
given. 


Out in the vast audience is somes 
one who gives genius its inspiration, 
It is the ignition that brings the flare. 
In the case of Titian it was his daugh- 
ter, Lavinia, whom he has immortal- 


ized. He painted her picture many 
times. Titian, born in 1477, lived to 
be one hundred years, lacking six 


months. He was great in his day, and 
today after four hundred years have 
rolled into the past, he is still great, 
for good art never dies, but appre- 
ciates with the years.

In this volume Dr. Dinsmore, who

has had a distinguished career as a 
minister and professor of spiritual in- 
terpretation of ™iterature in the Yale 
divinity school, treats of the conflict 
between the critical intellect in man 
and that inne? spirit which would be- 
lieve and aspire and rest in certitude. 
He maintains that the word knowl- 
edge belongs to religion as well as 
science and that religious apprehen- 
sion reaches nearer the heart of its 
object than scientific knowledge. 
The author concerning Ssci- 
ence, ‘‘Her purpose is definite. She 
aims at nothing less than a mastery 
over nature by the discovery of its 
laws. In this she has met with such 
extraordinary success that there has 
been born into the world an inex- 
tinguishable hope that one by one the 
old enemies of our race, pestilence, 
poverty, superstition will be over- 
come, and that the condition of ex- 
istence will be more tolerable.” 


The author holds that the supreme 
contribution of science has not been 
her results but her spirit, ‘‘a passion 
for veracity.” 

Science has revealed the vastness 
of its universe in space and its-atmost 
limitless extension in time. It has also 
revealed the infinitely small, the in- 
finitessimal atoms of cells. Science 
has brought a changed conception of 
men, and of religion and of the Scrip- 
ture. 

‘The writer says: “There is only 
One attitude for a religious man to 
take in this age of science. Let him 
not stand with closed mind and closed 
fist in front of the vulnerable theories 
and systems of the fathers, determin- 
ed to defend them to the last breath. 
Rather let him remember that the 
Holy Spirit is the spirit of truth, and 
that he works wondrously in every 
age. The tragedy of history has been 
that the church has so often mistaken 
the temporary form of her faith for 
the eternal substance.

Dr. Poteat is one of the outstand- 
ing ministers of the Baptist church in 
the south. 

The topics of the three chapters 
are: “Today,” “Baggage,” “‘Peace.”’ 

The author in his introduction says: 


“It may be useful to think first of 
the main features of one period in 
some detail, then to disentangle, if 
we may the essential substance of 
Christianity from its accumulations 


‘through the centuries, recognize the 


traveler in the most of his baggage, 
and finally to consider what serious- 
minded intelligent young people are 
to do in order to secure and maintain 
abiding peace between their enlight- 
enment and their religion.” 

The author describes our present 
situation: 

“People are very much as they 
have always been, but the human 
Scene is various and tangled to an 
unexampled degree. People are the 
same but there are more of them 
than there were before. In the single 
century since 1800 the population of 
the earth has grown to be nearly three 
times what it had become in all the 
millenniums before that date. And 
we are closer together than ever be- 
fore. We move about faster and 


bump into one another oftener and 
more violently. . 

Life is a grand mix-up of persons, 
classes, nations, races with vastly mul- 
tiplied opportunities of cooperation 
indeed, nut of antagonisms as well, 
epidemics tend. to become pandemic, 
and the contagion of opinion spreads 
rapidly and far.” 

The author sets forth the scientific 
advancement which has brought the 
new age. 

In his discussion of religion he 
clearly sets forth certain accretions to 
the Christian faith which do not con- 
Stitute the central verities. 

He states in his conclusion: = 

“If you ask me what is a man of 
intelligence to do in this scientific 
period to preserve the peace in the 
family of his ideas, I answer in one 
word: Consider Jesus. Press through 
a thousand professional interpreters 
to Him, see Him at His gracious min- 
istries, hear His original, unamended 
word.” 

“The Jesus of Our Fathers,” by 
John W. Good, Ph.D., Georgia State 
College for Women, by the MacMil- 
lan company. Price $2.50. 

This is an exhaustive study of Jesus 
Christ as He is revealed in the four 
gospels. Thoroughly scholarly in 
treatment, it is written however, not 
in the interests of Biblical exegesis, 
but of spiritual truth.

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Color Ins tructions 


In the foreground a few green desert plants 
and then only sand and rock—a vast expanse 
of dark yellow sojl, but rising high above this 
the red walls of the holy city. 


In the center of the yellowish walls of the 
temple and the white domes of the low houses 
and a green gate that leads to the heart of the 
city. 

Above this the gray clouds that menace the 
safety of the city. And that is all. 

This picture is not correct in the sense of a 
photographic reproduction. | have tried to show 
you Jerusalem as an idea rather than as a con- 
crete fact. For often the “inner spirit” of a pic- 
ture tells more than the cut and dried outlines of 
houses and temples. 

It does not really matter very much what a 
city like Jerusalem looked like as long as you 
can grasp the meaning of such a holy spot. 

[| have shown it therefore as inevitable trad- 
ing post, a stronghold on top of a hill which 
dominates the road from east to west and can 
levy tribute from all those who* must pass 
through its gates. ‘ 

And I have shown it low and brooding and 
rather desolate and not given over to the 
gaieties of life, but contemplating the fleeting 
vanities of all earthly existence. 

And if in coloring the picture you can give 
expression to that sentiment, you will have done 
no mean job, 


HE town of Jerusalem is more than 
a mere city. It's a monument. I 
might go further to say that for the 
people of the west it is the great- 
est of all monuments. 

It was never a very large city. Not even 
during the days when it figured as the capi- 
tal of the Jewish people. But it was an 
important stronghold as soon as Egypt and 
Babylonia had appeared upon the map. For 
then the main trade route from the south 
to the east, from Thebes to Noneveh, began 
to run through the hills of Palestine. And 
those who had command of the hill which 
in turn commanded that great artery of 
commerce were certain of an uninterrupted 
flow of revenue. 

Hence from the beginning of time there 
was great rivalry for the possession of this 
favorite bit of rocky territory. 

The Egyptians took possession of it upon 
several occasions and drove out the origi- 
nal settlers. The Babylonians did likewise. 
And finally a small Semitic tribe of wan- 
dering shepherds known as the Jews, having 
prospected all over western Asia and eastern 
Atrica fought its waY into the land adjoin- 
ing the city and made it the capital of a 
flourishing Jewish state and the center of 
their religious life. 

Until their Babylonian neighbors, and 
next the Greeks, and still later the Romans, 
captured the city and expelled the greater 
part of the inhabitants. 

As for the Romans, exasperated by the 


opposition of the people of Jerusalem they 
went so far as to destroy the entire town. 
But it was rebuilt and soon afterwards found 


itself more famous than ever before'as the 


Holy Site of a new religion which was gain- 
ing a great following among the savages of 
the west and which came to be known as 
the Christian religion. 

it was no more than natural that the 
Christians should try to possess themselves 
of a town that was so intimately associated 
with the life and suffering of the founder of 
their religion. Unfortunately the followers 
of Mohammed also claimed the city as one 
of their holy places, for it had been the 
home of one of their own ancestors, Hagar, 
the servant of Abraham, and therefore it 


‘should belong to them. 


° 

Hence centuries of terrible warfare. Un- 
til the Turks descended upon the western 
world and made an end to all further quarel- 
ling by turning Palestine into a Turkish 
province of which Jerusalem was to be the 
military and civil capital. 

But the late war brought Jerusalem once 
more to the foreground and today it is the 
center of another Jewish land which is fast 
gaining complete economic and political in- 
dependence. 

The people of the Middle Ages, when 
they drew a map of the world, made Jeru- 
salem the center of their universe. 

Ot Course from a geographical point of 
view, they were not quite correct. 

But from historical point of view they 
were mighty near the truth. ;

You can use your wagon the year 
around by equipping it with barrel 
stave runners as shown, This sled 
will glide just as smoothly and easily 
as any other, and moreover, it will 
sive a rocking motion that others will 
not. 

All you will need are the follow- 
ing materials: Two barrel staves of 
the same length and width, four 
sheet metal pieces, and four small 
belts about two inches long. 

Cut the metal pieces to the shape 
shown, so that they will be four 
inches long and about. three inches 
wide. Drill holes as shown and punch 
smaller holes. Fasten one of these 
to one end of each stave, about four

inches benia the ae by turning wood 
screws through the small holes. The 
metal pieces, of course, are bent up 
on the dotted lines, 

Now run the bolts through the 
wheels in front and draw the nuts 
tight. This will prevent the wheel 
from slipping or turning. Then ac- 
curately locate the place for the rear 
metal locks, and attach them in the 
same way. 

The illustration shows the wagon 
coinplete with the runners. You can- 
not steer this sled when coasting, ex- 
cept with your toe, but otherwise it 
will work nicely. 

When spring comes again you cas 
remove the runners until next winter.
